Rothschild’s Plan Withdrawn 


at Brussels, 


English Delegates Come Out Squarely 
as Mono-metallists. 


McCreary Explains the American 
Position at Great Length. 


A French Journal Calls the Rothschild 
Soheme a Chestnut—Flurry in the 
Silver Market and Heavy 
Drop in Prices, 


Telegraph to The Times. 

Brvusseis, Dec. 6.—|By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| The International 
Monetary Conference resumed the dis- 
cussion of the Rothschild proposal to- 
day. Afteraspeech by SirC. R. Wil- 
son, one ofthe British commissioners, 
Rothschild withdrew the scheme. 

Sir C. Rivers Wilson, who said his 
views were shared by Sir Charles Free- 
mantle, the other British delegate, said 
that he believed all governments who 
seat delegates here recognized the 
presence of agraet danger. He con- 
tinued: 

A note of warning has reached us today 
from America and to say the least itis doubt- 
ful whether the American Government can 
continue indefinitely the gigantic efforts it 
has fruitiessly made forso many years to 
maintain and raise the price of silver. We 
need not inquire whether the policy which 
has governed the currency legislation of 
the great republic was wise in conception, 
but it cannot be denied that it has not real: 
ized expectations and is a great cause of 
our present position. In any case, the sus- 

nsion of American silver purchases has 


come the practical question of 
the day, and if it occurred it 
might lead to the suspension of coin- 


age in India. It is certain that 
high authorities believe that a sudden ces. 
sation of purchases of silver by America 
and the closing of India’s mints would lead 
to heavy falls of silver and disastrous dis. 
turbances of commerce. Others contend 
that the fall has already been greatly dis- 
counted, andthe removal of the present 
uncertainty will have aquieting effect. In 
view of these divergent ideas, what course 
should be adopted’? Sir Charles Freeman- 
tle and myself, I'll state frankly, are pure 
mono-metallists, and do not admit thateany 
other system than a single gold standard 
is applicable in Great Britain. We are 
willing to admit that the Rothschild and 
Levi plans would not be incompatible with 
our principles, but it is not enough that 
these schemes are defensible in principle. 
Would either pian have the least chance of 
meeting with a preponderance of support 
that would justify usin recommending the 
Britis. governmeus to consider it’ We 
think not. Another plan may, however, be 
formulated by the conference. and if it 
does not conflict with our principles it will 
receive serious consideration from the 


| British government. 


Mr. McCreary, of the American dele- 
gation, proceeded to point out the diffi- 
} culties and perils of the existing situa- 
tion, and saidethat whatever the cause, 
the fact remained that a remedy was 
imperatively necessary. He appreci- 
ated the attention Rothschild had given 
the conference, but could not support 
his plan. He could not admit that it is 
a proper remedy for America to con- 
tinue the purchase of 54,0Q0,000 
ounces of silver annually at a price not 
to exceed 100 cents on the ounce on 
condition that European powers made 
purchases yearly to the amount of 
£5,000,000 for five years, at a price 
not to exceed 43 pence per ounce, and 
if‘silver should rise above that price 
the purchases should be immediately 
suspedned. It seemed an unequal dis- 
tribution that we should be expected 
to purchase twice as much silver as 
Europe. The object of the conference 
should be not to fix a price which will 
keep silver below par, but to enlarge 
its use and restore it toa parity with 
the value it had with gold prior to 
1873. 

McCreary referred to complaints of 
British chambers of commerce, quoted 
recent declarations of Archbishop 
Walsh and Mr. Balfour, and contended 
that the situation demanded a broader 
recognition and better remedy than 
that suggested by Rothschild. The 
American delegates were ready to co- 
operate with other delegates in a can- 
did and determined effort to maintain 
the monetary functions of both metals, 
therefore, after submitting a general 
plan of bi-metallism favored by Amer- 
ica, they would also submit a plau fa- 
vored by themselves. It was a plain, 
business proposal, and -if adopted the 
necessary details could be easily ar- 
ranged. It announced no new theory 
and proposed no untried system. It only 
openedthe way to a return to the time- 
tried and time-honored svstem under 
which gold and silver were for many 
years at par and equal instruments in 
exchange. Acts of Parliament. laws of 
Congress and edicts of monarchs had 
-he real value of the metals, 
In order that thesituation in the United 
States should be tfuily understood, Mc- 
Creary explained the position of the 
different political parties and added 
that he believed that the people in gen- 
eral, without regard to political affilia- 
tion, indorsed the American plan. 

Keferring to the silver bullion law, he 
said that the law was not entirely satis- 
factory to either party, and iu support 
of his statement he quoted from the 
platforms adopted by the Minneapolis 
and Chicago conventions: A shrinkage 
in the volume of money would decrease 
prices and tend to concentrate wealth, 
to enrich a few and impoverish many. 
The volume of gold and silver in the 
world was nearly equal when silver was 
stricken déwn and the amount of coin 
reduced, resulting in a dimished amount 
of. monev and constant shrinkage in 
values. In concluding McCreary said: 
* I believe the best aim of the conference 
to be the general remonetization of silver 
and unrestricted coinage of gold and silver 
into monev of debt-paying power, witha 
permanent international ratio of fifteen 
and a half or sixteentoone. I prefer the 
latter. 

This, in his opinion, would give unity 
and stability to the value of money and 
furnish the best remedy for the existing 
evils from which all civilized nations 
are suffering. 

Sir G. S. Molesworth, one of the del- 
egates for India, combatted the theory 
that Great Britain owed her commercial 
superiority to the gold standard. Great 
Britain was saved from serious danger 
only by ee bi-metallism of France.

Sir G, F. Houldsworth, a British dele- 
gate, them presented his plan. He 
proposed that a bi-metailic union should 
be formed by nations willing to enter 
into stich agreement and nations pre- 
ferring to retain the single gold stand- 
ard should umdertake that their mints 
should receive silver bullion in not less 
than the quantities fixed as a minimum, 
noting the quality and value at a 
specified raté per cunce, to be deter- 
mined by agreement: the quantity so 
specified to be delivered bv weight to 
the bearer Whenever demanded, and 
receipts to circulate as money. 

The conference adjourned until Thurs- 
day. 


A Drop in silver. 

New Dec. 6.—Although noth- 
ing Was ammouriced inthis city today 
from the silver conference, except the 
withdrawal of the Rothschild plan, pri- 
vate London cabies to bankers reflected 
little belief in any agreement. ‘ There 
was a sudden rush to sell silver bullion 
certificates on the Stock Exchange, and 
200,000 to 300,000 punces were sold 
ata decline of 2 cents an ounce, the 
heaviest break since last spring. The 
low price of silver today was only half 
a cent per ounce above the lowest price 
on record, 


A Stur at Rothschild’s Plan. 

Parts, Dec. 6.—The Journal des Debats,

THE HERESY TRIALS. 


Arguments in the Cases of Dr. Briggs and 
Prof. Smith. 

New York, Dec. 6.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.| In the Briggs trial today 
Dr. Birch continued his argument. He 
joined charges, which set forth Dr. 
Briggs’s theory that the church and 
reason are sources of divine authority 
equal with the Bible, and attacked 
them ascontrary to the teachings of 
the Presbyterian standards that the 
Bible is the only source of divine au- 
thority. One argument for the prose- 
cution on the charges remains to be 
presented, then Dr. Briggs will be 
called upon to answer the accusations. 

Cincinnati, Dec. 6.—The entire fore- 
noon session of the Cincinnati Presby- 
tery was occupied in hearing the con- 
tinuation of Dr. Lowe's argument for 
the prosecution in Prof. Smith’s trial. 
In the afternoon Prof. Smith began the 
last speech inhis owndefense. The ar- 
gument will continue tomorrow. 


A TEXAS CYCLONE. 
It Demolishes Buildings aud Fatally In- 
jures Several Persons. 


Atianta (Tex.,) Dec. 6.—[By the As- 


sociated Press.]| About 1 o'clock” this” 


afternoon a disastrous cyclone passed 
three miles east, sweeping away farm- 
houses and other structures and leaving 
death and destruction in its path. The 
residence of San McAdams was de- 
stroyed, and he, with three children, 
was fatally injured. Charles Casey’s 
henhouse, with contents. was destroyed. 
The house of a colored man named Daw- 
son was demolished, and several chil- 
dren were fatally burc. It is feared 
that further east still greater damage 
was done, but particulars are unattain- 
able. 


A New Kind of Color Line. 

Sr. Loris. Dec. 6.—Mandamts pro- 
ceedings were instituted today by John 
R. Crump in behalf of: his children 
against the president and directors of 
the public schools, alleging that the 
children were refused admittance to 
the white public schools on the ground 
that they are of African descent. 
Plaintiff asserts that they are in part 
descended from French creoles and 
Indians, and have no African blood. 
The court issued a mandamus to compel 
the schools to receive them. 


How a Train Escaped Kobbers. 

Keorvk (lowa,) Dec. 6.—A Santa Fé 
passenger train marrowly escaped be- 
ing robbed between Wyaconda and Me- 
dill, Mo., Saturday night. Robbers 
stopped a freight by mistake, and when 
it reached Medill the conductor tele- 
graphed warning to the passenger 
train. When it reached the point the 
robbers tried to stop it, but the en- 
gineer pulled the throttle wide open 
and dashed past.

Port Towxsenp (Wash.,) Dec. 6.—| By 
the’ Associated Press.] Charles John- 
son, late master of the British smug- 
gling schooner Halcyon, was arrested 
here today fora petty offense. He gave 
an account of the Halcyon’'s voyage last 


August, when she sailed from Victoria 
laden with Chinese and opium. He 
took on board at Victotia 180 Chinese 


men and one woman and 580 cases of 
opium. The vessel sailed direct to Mon- 
terey Bay, Cal., where on the ninth day 
of the voyage she landed the entire 
cargo. It was landed at night, and a 
boat containing a dozen Chinese cap- 
sized in the surf, but no lives were lost. 
About two tonsof contraband American 
goods, consisting principally of playing 
cards were taken aboard, which were to 
be smuggled into British Columbia. 

The Halcyon returned to British ter- 
ritory and landed the cargo near Vic- 
toria, and was afterwards seized by rey- 
enue ofhcers. The owners were com- 
pelled to go through a sham sale of the 
vessel. Johnson says she has been fitted 
up elaborately for smuggling ventures 
next year. The owners of the vessel 
realized 850,000 profit out of the last 
voyage. 


THE SAN QUENTIN SHOOTING. 


Examination of Guard Alexander for Kill- 
ing a Convict,

During his examination he was 
asked whether he had ever stopped a 
stage atthe point of a shotgun. He 
answered that he had, but never with- 
out first commanding the driver to hajt. 
Miner did not appear desirous of con- 
cealing any of the facts in connection 
with the case. This was his first ap- 
pearance in public outside of the prison 
walls for a period often years and 
eleven months. At the close of his ex- 
amination he was allowed to leave for 
San Quentin on account of his not hav- 
ing fully recovered from the injuries 
received last week.

The mother of the plaintif in the di- 
vorce suit, Byrnes said, had a friend, 
a woman of character, in whom she 
thought she couldtrust.

George W. Childs Watches the De- 
struction of His Property. 


Losses on the Establishment Be- 
teen $250,000 and $300,000. 


Much of the More Valuable Contents of 
the Building Saved—Scenes at the 
Fire—The Paper Comes 
Oat,

Dec. 6.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Public Ledger 
building was almost gutted by fire this 
evening. The damage was confified 
almost entirely to the composing room, 
buta torrent of water flooded every 
floor in the structure. The loss can 
anly be approximated tonight, but will 
probably be between $250,000 and 


$300,000, with ar surance of 
$160,000. 

The cause of the is unknown. It 
originated in th@ basement, and 


through the air shaft quickly spread 

to the top floor. The files of 

the paper were all saved and. 
many rare and costly articles in Childs’s 

private office. Mr. Childs arrived soon 

after the fire started, and, posting him- 

self across the street, watched the. 
building burn. He assumed charge of 

affairs and issued directions in the way 

of providing for the issue of the paper 

tomorrow. While the firemen were at 

work, they were urged to greater ef- 

forts bythe announcement that Childs 

intended to distribute $5000 among 

them fortheir prevention of the total 

destruction of the building. When the 

fire was extinguished, »Childs provided 

them with bountiful refreshments ata 

neighboring restaurant. 

With the exception of presses the 
Ledger hasacomplete new plant on 
Locust street, and there tomorrow's pa- 
per is being prepared. During the fire 
Childs was tendered the use of presses 
by every dailv and weekly paper in the 
city, and accepted the Record's offer. 

The business manager of the paper 
said tonight that the Ledger’s total loss 
is estimated at %150,000, including 
$100,000 on building and $50,000 on 
contents. The losses of tenants is 
$50,000. The presses and machinery 
were only damaged to the extent of 
$25,000. Repairs on the building will 
be commenced at once. 


WATCHES AND CHATELAINES. 


Tips tothe Early Christmas Buyer of Ar- 
tistic Goods, 
Contributed to The Times. 


Among the exquisite chattels for fem- 
inine adornment, nowto be seen only 
at the shops, but doubtless to be distrib- 
uted widely among belles and sweet- 
hearts and the darlings of home at 
Christmas time, are many new styles of 
watches and chatelaines. 

The strong preference forthe chate- 
laine fashion of wearing the lady’s 
watch has brought’into vogue a number 
of beautiful ideas. Naturally, the’ 
cheaper imitations have vulgarized the 
bow-knot worn upon the breast; never- 
theless this fancy, if. properly carried 
out, and the bow-knot worn at its 
proper place—whichis on the side at 
the belt line—is extremely chic. A 
number of charming new designs are 
now being shown, and one cannot help 
realizing anew the convenience and ele- 
gance of this mode of wearing a watch. 
In all these fresh forms it is insisted 
upon that the pin attachment corre- 
spond in decoration exactly with the 
watche For instance, a small stem- 
winder of dark blue, or ruby, or black 
enamel, studded with diamonds, has the 
bow-knot similarly decorated. One 
tiny, dainty keepsake is enameled in 
forget-me-nots, not only upon the case 
of the watch, but corresponding upon 
the pin from which the watch is sus- 
pended. 

'Many of these pendant watches are 
sosmall asto be almost microscopic, 
and a few have the faces hung down- 
ward at the end of ornamental bails. 

The Louis Quinze craze crops out in 
ladies’ time-keepers. I saw asmall, flat 
watch having a gold face encircled 
with precious stones, and attached by 
garlands or streamers of fine gold work- 
manshiptoa Marie Antoinette miniat- 
ure, which displayed the marked char- 
acteristics of that extravagant period. 

Many of these precious affaics are 
very elaborately studded with stones, 
and cost a pretty penny. One superb 
design impressed me by its art value. 
The pin part represented an open 
golden rose, with pretty crumbled 
petals, anda glittering dewdrop of a 
stoneinthe center. T'wo chains were 
pendant from beneath this rose; one of 
about three inches in length, had a 
rosebud, dotted here and there: with 
small diamonds hanging to it as an or- 
nament, while the other chain was 
longer and strictly for use, intended to 
have the watch attached thereto and 
worn concealed in the breast. This do- 
sign was duplicated in various flowers, 
the pansy, poppy and the lotus. 

Another rose design has for the pina 
rosebud on a stem with jeweled leaves, 
while the watch is the center of a full- 
blown rose suspended by a chain. The 
rose petals are in pink enamel. 

One very odd design is a ship’s bin- 
uacle in gold; this containing naturally 

watch, but, very appropriately, a 
compass also. Among other striking 
shapes is a plum in purple enamel, with 
jeweled leaves, and suspended by a 
chain. This opens in halves to reveal 
the watch within. ° 

The watch face is now displayed in 
most unexpevted places; in vinai- 
grettes and purses, and many of the 
new small gold ones are no larger than 
ordinary lockets. 

In new chatelaine ornaments of gold, 
to be worn with these small gold 
watches, there are dragons, griffins and 
stars. Some will prefer these over the 
bow-knot, fleur-de-lis, double-hearts 
and other designs which are now con- 
sidered passé. 

It may be mentioned, in passing, that 
although the silver chatelaines of the 
Gat-ornine tails variety, with every- 
thing on earth hanging therefrom, in- 
cluding boxes of lip salve, nail-scissors 
and mirrors, are still worn somewhat. 
They are considered a little **behind 
the lighthouse,’’ as the saying goes. It’ 
is especially true of the octopus chate- 
laine, with its garnet eyes. This, 
verily, was hideous, but preserve it, it 
-will serve admirably among the heir- 
looms on some fair descendant’s ‘‘silver 
table’’ a century from now.

Although we have frequently alluded 
to this trouble, yet our readers are 
making further inquiries. They wish 
to know the cause of gapes and its cure.

It is difficult to dislodge them 
with remedies, as any severe remedy 
for destroying the gapes also destroys 
the chick. Gapes are due to damp, 
filthy ground, and prevail mostly on old 
farms, the best preventive being a free 
use of air-slaked lime. 

When a chick has the gapes give ita 
drop of spirits of turpentine on a bread 
crumb, and if no relief results, the 
worm must be removed by stripping a 
small feather, leaving a tuft at the end 
(or a straw may be used) and inserting 
it in the windpipe, giving it a quick 
twist, withdrawing it quickly also. and 
the worms will be drawn out. If the 
feather is dipped in coal oil, and well 
shaken out before inserting, it will be 
an advantage. Feed the chicks on 
clean boards and spade upthe runs, 
freely scattering air-slaked lime oyer 
every portion of the ground.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


Working tor Lower Rates to 
‘he World’s Fair. 


Stiff Rates Likely to Be Maintained | 
by a Pool. 


A Train That Ran Over Ninety Miles 
an Hour. 


Skirmishing for Orange Freights Out of 
Southern California — The Union 
Pacific's Connections — Local 
Railroad Gossip. 


A lot of good, but badly-directed, effort 
is being wasted on the management of 
the trunk line roads leading to Chicago, 
in hopes of securing desired low passen- 
ger ratestothe World’s Fair. The ef- 
forts are good, for they are designed to 
benefit the great public, but from the 
reports that come from the East, it 
seems but little progress is made toward 
the desired end. Railroad managers 
appreciate the fact that even with or- 
dinary stiff rates their trains will be 
loaded to their full capacity during the 
fair, and low rates would simply result 
in flooding the roads with a volume of 
business whichcould be nothandled. To 
the overtures made by Cnicago commit- 
tees who have pushed the request or de- 
mand for cheap rates, the railroad man- 
agers have in plain words said they be- 
lieved in reciprocity. They did not 
feel inclined to carry great crowds tc 
Chicago at an unprofitable rate, or a 
less profitable one than the regular 
tariff, if the people are to charge 
full price or double. price for what 
they get after they ‘reach that 
city and throw themselves’ on the 
mercies of hotel-keepers and so 
forth. To prevent any one road 
from secarihg a greater bulk of busi- 
nessthanits rivals care to allow it, 
whether by reason of its being the 
straightest, shortest or best equipped 
line, or by reduction of rates, viver- 
ous efforts are in progress to form a 
oo pool. Of course pools are inter. 

icted by the interstate commerce law, 
but a combination of great railroads 
can get around a little thing like that, 
even if itis found necessary to have 
Congress repeal that section of the 
frayed-out, rusted statute. With a 
money pool of all the Chicago roads, 
anda determination to maintain etiff 
rates, the public can hope for no special 
concessions, and though the railroads 
will probably make as much money, the 
enterprising business men of the World’s 
Fair city certainly will not. 

NINETY MILES AN HOUR. 

The old theory that steam does not 
escape fast enough from a locomotive 
to allow a speed of more than eighty 
miles an hour seems to have been ex- 
ploded. There is little,reason to doubt 
the Northwestern’s figures are correct 
on the time made by Jay Gould's train 
two years ago. At Jeast twelve miles 
were made at a speed of more than 
ninety miles an hour. These figures 
caused a vast amount of discussion and 
ridicule at the time, but since then they 
have been equaled in short spurts by 
the New York Central, Pennsylvania ano 
Reading. 

The Central of New Jersey has now 
entered the list as a record-breaker. A 
week ago, with no preparation wha» 
ever, a Central train pulled out of Phil- 
adelphia. The locomotive was one of 
five of a pattern invented by Superin- 
tendent Vauclain, of the Baldwin works. 
The train consisted of a combination 
car, two coaches and a Pullman. The 
indicator showed 180 pounds boiler 
pressure. According to the Philadel- 
phia Press part of the run was as fol- 
lows: 

‘‘Between Somerton ang Parkland, a 
distance of five miles, the longest time 
for a mile was 42 seconds, the first mile 
being run in 42; the second in 41, the 
two following “miles in 40 and the last 
in 42 seconds. The speed was remark- 
able, and was between 86 and #0 miles 
an hour. The five mileS’ were made in 
205 seconds, which broke all records 
for a five-mile run. | 

«After passing Neshaminy all pre- 
vious records were broken, and 385 re- 
duced her awn surpassed run of 39'4 
seconds for a mile to 89 seconds. 
Ylainfield was reached three minutes 
late. The milepost was just beyond, 
and the chronograph in the grasp of the 
reporter snapped as the pressure was 
applied, and the long, split hand started 
around the dial. To describe the speed 
is impossible. There was the sensation . 
of being whirled through space, and 
nothing but the roar of the wind and 
the train as itspedon. It was this mile 
that was covered in less time than was. 
ever traveled in, and when the next) 
milepost shot by the time on the dial 
was 37 seconds. The train flew on 
with unabated speed, and the chrono- 
graph was snapped as the next mile- 
post was passed. The time for the two 
miles was exactly 75 seconds. This 
made the greatest record for one and 
two miles, as the performance between 
Jenkintown and Langhorne did for five 
miles. . . . . The rest df the run 
was uneve ntful.”’

Thus there was a falling off in the to- 
tal vote of 1287. This is not very sur- 
prising, as there is rarely as full a bal- 
lotinacity election as in a national 
election. The head of the Republican 
ticket shows a decrease of 896 votes; 
the head of the Democratic ticket an 
increase of 401 votes; the People's 
party ticket a falling off of 632, and 
the Prohibition ticket a loss of 110. 
We mav conclude, then, that about 400 
Republicans failed to vote at all, and 
about 400 of them voted for the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Mayor. There is 
little profit in inquiring into the cause 
of this considerable indifference and 
disaffettion. It may be assigned in part 
to the whisky influence; in part to the 


fact that Mr. Tufts has not, resided in 
Los Angeles as many years as Mr. 
Rowan, and is not personally so well 
known; in part tothe disloyalty of mem- 
bers of the Republican party who had 
grievances. Further than this it would 
be hard to go in assigning causes. 

The disappointments of the campaign 
are pretty evenly distributed, so far as 
parties and special interests go. The 
Republicans are disappeinted because 
they did not get the head of their ticket 
and the important offices of City Engi- 
neer and Street Superintendent. The 
Democrats are disappointed because 
they did not get more, and especialiy 
the control of the Council. The Popu- 
lists are disappointed because their vote 
shows a falling off ot about 40 per cent. 
The Prohibitionists are disappointed 
because they did not obtain the requis- 
ite 3 per cent. of the total vote to en-- 
title them to a standing as a party 
under the Australian system. They re- 
quired forthis 307 votes. They ob- 
tained 281, which made them twenty- 
six shortof realizing their ambition. 
The saloon men are disappointed be- 
cause a majority of the Council 1s in 
favor of maintaining high license and 
the present regulation of the liquor 
traftic.

The Vine Disease. — 

The long expected Government re- 
port on the vine disease in Senthore 
California, which played havoc with 
many vineyards a few years ago, is at 
last out. It was prepared by Newton 
B. Pierce, special agent of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, who visited this 
section early in 1891, and de®oted ten 
months to a personal investigation of 
the infested vineyards. After conclud- 
ing his labors here Mr. Pierce visited, 
athis own expense, France, Italy and 
Northern Africa, to study the vine- 
yards of those countries, where a some- 
what similar disease prevails. 

Mr. Pierce's report is quite exhaus- 
tive, making a pamphlet of over two 
hundred ‘pages, besides twenty-four 
cuts, colored plates and diagrams. It 
is difficult to review, in brief compass, 
a work treating minutely a long series 
of investigations and experiments, but 
we marx gather from the chapter headed 
“General Review and Conclusions’ 
some points which will interest South- 
ern California vineyardists. 

‘The facts,’’ Mr. Pierce says, ‘‘point 
to the present existence of the inciting 
cause of the disease as either an exter- 
nal parasite or as internal and cumu- 
lative.’ Whether it is a species of 
animalcul# or some derangement of the 
sap of the vine which tends to the de- 
struction of the cells, he does not pre- 
tend to say. “He! thinks that the dis- 
ease is not the Mal Nero of Sicily, as it 
has generally been called, but is more 
likely allied to the diseases known 
as Ronugeot and Folletage. He is 
able to cite a number of causes to 
which the disease is not due. He repu- 
diates the idea of soil exhaustion; 
thinks that drainage, irrigation and 
rainfall have no important bearing. 
He thinks that temperature may have 
something to do with it, but is unable 
to say just how important it is asa 
cause. Further investigation in this 
line is proposed. Fogs and winds can- 
not be cited as promoting the ‘rouble. 
Our systems of pruning are not at fault. 
No resistant stock can be cited. The 
investigation as a whole points to a par- 
asite, and suspicion is thrown upon 
Uncinula spiralis as the guilty party. 
This line of investigation is not yet 
closed. Mr. Pierce says: 

The bacteriological side of the inves- 
tigation has thus far given only nega- 
tive results, and until time permits the 
experiments already instituted to be 
completed this phase of the investiga- 
tion need not be reported. That bac- 
teria are present in the diseased vines 
is quite clearly established. They have 
been isolated and cultivated in various 
media. Several series of inoculation 
experiments with healthy vines have 
been conducted in California, besides 
others by B. T. Galloway at Washing- 
ton. . That the bacteria, isolated 
from the inner tissues of the vine, 
bear any casual relation to the dis- 
ease is not, however, established 
and may be very justly questioned. | 
, The observed phenomena would 
be mostly explained if we consider the 
disease to be due to an epidemic caused 
by an external parasite arising trom 
the wet season of 1883-4, and spread- 
ing with greatest virulence from the vi- 
cinity of Anaheim. This parasite must 
be capable of working during the most 
heated portions of the year, and must 
exist at the present time, although 
working with less intensity than at 
first. Uncinula spiralis is the only par- 
asite yet known in the region which 
even approximately satisfies these con- 
ditions, but more than normal virulence 
wouid have to be assigned this fungus 
to explain the observed results. 

It will be a disappointment to wine- 
growers generaliy that the cause 
of the trouble has not been traced 
to a more definite point. They want to 
know exactly what produces the disease 
and how tomect it. But the mills of 
the gods and the Government grind 
slowly. They must be patient. Sub- 
stantial progress has evidently been 
made, and, one of these days, the scien- 
tists will probably solve the enigma. , 


On the heels of this report comes an- 
other fgom the State Board of Viticult- 
ural Commissioners, giving the result 
of investigations recently made. by E. 
C. Bichowsky, commissioner for the Los 
Angeles District. He confirms the re- 
port that the Anaheim disease has again 
appeared in the region from which it 
derives its names. New vineyards, 
planted since the ground. was entirely 
cleared of the old vines, are affected. 
He therefore warns people agaiust re- 
planting in districts where the disease 
formerly prevailed.

A PRETTY HOUSE TOILET.

New York, Dec. 1.—My engraving 
presents a toilet of Scotclr plaid velvet, 
with a surah chemisette. The skirt, 
of ordinary shape, rouna, narrow on 
top and broad at the bottom, is made in 
the usual way. It is formed of three 
parts, the front breadth a little bias on” 
each side at the top, and two back 
brezdths, the seam in the middie of 
which is very much bias. Under the 


skirt a silk petticoat must be worn, | 
trimmed with either a scalloped or. 


kilted flouncé. The top of the dress has 
well set darts, so as not to wrinkle over 
the hips. These darts must be ironed 
onadamp cloth until they are nearly 
invisible. The blouse, of Scotch surah, 
is made on tightly-fitti lining, the 
front widths shirred where they join 
the collar and fall tothe waist, forming 
a bouffant. The folds of this bouffant 


hide the fastening inthe middie. The 


back breadths are plain; the belt forms 
a point in front and gradually dimin- 
ishes in width toward the back, where 
it fastens. The sleeves are on tight- 
fitting lining, very wide at the top, 
draped and plain at the bottom. The 
vest is lined with silk and has a seam in 
the middle and revers of silk, fastened 
by back-stitching. These seams must 
be thoroughlyironed. The vest reaches 
nearly down to the waist. The design 
may be realized effectively in any fabric 
that is not stiff, and which will hang 
with a yielding, clinging grace. _ If you 
set out to make a dress after this model, 
pray bear in mind the fuliness and 
shape of the sleeves, for upon them 
much of the effect of the toilet depends.

From Yokohama to Montreal is a long 
day’s journey, and the forepart is unin- 
viting. In three voyages out of five the 
North Pacific, too big to lie altogether 
idle, tooidle to get hands about the 
business of a storm, sulks and smokes 
like achimney; the passenfers, fresh 
from Japan heat, witherin the chill, 
anda clammy dew distills along the 
rigging. The gray monotony of sea is 
not at all homelike, being as yet new 
and not used to the procession of keels. 
It holds very few pictuses, and the best 
of its stories—those relating to seal- 
poaching among the Kuriles and the 
Russian rookeries—are not exactly fit 
for publication. 

There is a man in Yokohama who ina 
previous life burned galleons with 
Drake. Heis a gentleman adventurer 
of the largest and most resourceful—by 
instinct a carver of kingdoms, a ruler of 
men on the high seas, and an inveterate 
gambler against Death. Because he 
supplies nothing more than sealskins to 
the wholesale dealers at home, the fame 
of his deeds, his brilliant fights, his 
more brilliant escapes, and his most 
brilliant strategy will be lost among 
sixty-ton schooners, or told only in the 
mouths of drunken seamen whom none 
believe. Now, there sits a great spirit 
ander the palm trees of the Navigator 
Group a thousand leagues to the south, 
‘aad he, crowned with roses and laurels, 
strings together. the pearls of those 
parts. When he has done with his 
kingdom down there perhaps he will 
turnto the Smoky Seas and the won- 
derful adyentures of Capt. 
Then there will bea tale to listen to, 
for is it not written: 

Away, by the land of the Japanee, 

Where the paper lanterns grow, 

And the crews of half the navoies drink 

In the house of Blood Street Joe;

He knows when 
the train will stop to water, wait for 
news of thetrestle ahead, drop the 
dining car, slip into a_siding to iet the 
‘Yvest-bound mail go by, or yell through 
the thick night for an extra engine to 
help push up the bank. The snort, snap, 
and whine for the  air-brakes 
have a meaning for him, * and 
he learns to distinguish between 
noises, between the rattle of a 
loose lamp and the ugly rattle of small 
stones ona scarped embankment—be- 
tween the ‘‘Hoot! toot!’’ that scared 
wandering cows from the line, and the 
dry roarofthe engine at the distance 
signal. In England the railway came 
late “into a settled country fenced 
around with the terrors df the law, and 
it has remained eversince just a little 
outside daily life—a thing to be re- 
spected. Here it strotls along, with its 
hands in its pockets anda strawin its 
mouth, on the heels of the rough hewn 
trail or log road—a _ platformless, regu- 
lationless necessity; and it is treated 
even by sick persons and young chil- 
dren with a familiarity that sometimes 
affects the death rate. Thete was a 
small maiden, aged 7, who honored our 
*smoking compartment with her pres- 
ence when other excitements failed, 
and it was she that said to the conduc- 
tor, ‘‘When do we changecars’?

Just at present there 
is anepidemic of politics in Manitobe, 
and brass bands and notices of commit- 
tee meetings are splashed about the 
towns. By reason of their closeness to 
the States they have caught the conta- 
gion of foul-mouthedness, and accusa- 
tions of bribery, corruption and evil 
living are many. It issweet to find a 
little baty city, with only three men in 
it who can handle type. cursing and 
swearing across the i}limitable levels 
for ail the world as though it were a 
grown-up Christian center. 
Allthe new towns have 
wants to,;consider, and the first of 
these isa railway. If the town is on 
a line already, then a new line to tap 
the back country; but at all costs a 
line.

cause the railway before which it has 
grovelled rides rough-shod over the 
place. 

Each new town believes itself to be a 
possible Winnipeg until the glamour of 
the thing is a little worn off, and the 
local paper, sliding down the pole of 
pride with the hind legs of despair, says 
defiantly: ‘‘At least a veterMmary sur- 
geon and a drug store would meet with 
encouragement in our midst, and it is a 
fact that five new buildings have been 
erected in our midst since the spring.’’ 
From a distance nothing is easier than 
to smile at this sort of thing, but he 
must have a cool head who can keep his 
pulse level when just such a wildcat 
town—ten houses, two churches and a 
line of rails—gets ‘‘on the boom.’’ The 
reader at home can say: ‘Yes, but it’s 
alla lie.’ It may be, but—did men lie 
about Denver, Leadville, Ballarat, 
Broken Gill, Portland or Winnipeg 
twenty years ago’—or Adelaide, when 
town lots went begging within the mem- 
ory of middle-aged,men’? Did they lie 
about Vancouver six years since, or 
Crede not twenty months gone’ 
Hardly; andit is just this knowledge 
that leads the’ passer-by to give ear to 
the wildest statements of the wildest 
towns. Anything is possible, especially 
among the Rockies, where the minerals 
lie, over and above the mining towns, 
the centers of ranching country, and 
tricts. ‘There are literally scores upon 
scores of lakelets in the hills, 
buried in weeds now, that before 
twenty years are run will be crowded 
summer resorts. You in England have 
no idea of what summering means in the 
States, and less of the amount of money 
that is spent on the yearly holiday. 
People have no more than just began to 
discover the place called Banff Hot 
Springs, twodays west of Winnipeg. 
In a little time they will know of half- 
a-dozen spots not a day’s ride from 
Montreal, and it is along that line that 
money will be made. In those days, 
too, wheat will be grown tor the En- 
glish market 400 miles north of the 
present fields on the, west side, and 
British Columbia, perhaps the lovliest 
land in the world next to New Zealand, 
willhave her own line of 6000-ton 
steamers to Australia, and the British 
investor will no longer throw away his 
money on hellicat South American re- 


publics or give it as a hostare to the.

“that are today only names in the wilder- 
ness—yes, and some of thdése places 
marked on the map as Hudson Bay 
posts—will be cities, because—but it is 
hopeless to make people understand 
that actually and indeed, we do pos- 
sess anempire, of which Canada is only 
one portion—an empire which is not 
bounded by election returns on the 
north and Eastbourne riots on the 
south—an empire that has not yet been 
scratched. 

Let us returu to the new towns. 
Three times within,one year did for- 
tune come knocking to the door of a 
manI know. Once at Seattle, when 
that town was a gray blur after a fire; 
once at Tacoma, inthe days when the 
steam tram ran off the rails twice a 
week, and once at Spokane Falls. But 
in the roar of the land boom he did not 
hear her, and she went away, leaving 
him only a tenderness akin to weakness 
for all new towns, anda desire, merci- 
fully limited by lack of money, to gam- 
ble in every one of them. Of all the 
excitements that life offers there are 
few to be compared to the whirl of a 
redhot boom; also, it is strictly moral 
because you do fairly earn your un- 
earned increment by labor and per- 
spiration and sitting up far into the 
night— by working like a fiend, as all 
pioneers must work. And consider ail 
thatis in it. The headlong stampede 
to the new place; the money dashed down 
like counters for merest daily bread; 
the frrival of the piled cars, 
whence the .raw material of a 
city—men, lumber and shingles—are 
shot on to the not yet nailed platform; 
the slashing out and pegging down of 
roads across the blank face of the wil- 
derness; the heaving up amid shouts 
and yells of the city’s one electric light 
—a raw sizzling arc atopofan untacked 
pine pole; the sweating, jostling mob 
atthe sale of town lots; the roar of 
the woman hNaveit!’’ That stops 
all bidding when the one other woman 
in the place puts her price ona plot; 
the packed real estate offices; the real 
estate agents themselves, lost novelists 
of prodigious imagination; the gorgeous 
pink and blue map of the:town, hung up 
in the bar-room, with every railroad 
from Portland to Portland meeting in 
its heart: the misspelled curse against 
“This dam hole in the’ ground,’’ 
scrawled on the flank of a strayed 
freight car by some man who bas lost 
his money and gone away; the confer- 
ences at street corners of syndicates 
six hours established by men not 25 
years old; the outspoken contempt for 
the next town, also ‘‘on the boom,’ 
and therefore utterly vile; the un- 
ceasing tramp of heavy feet on the 
board pavement, where stranger some- 
times turns on stranger in an agony 
of conviction, and, shaking him by the 
shoulder, shouts in his ear, “By G—d! 
Isn't it grand? Isn't it glorious?’’ and, 
last, the sleep of utterly worn-out men, 
three in each room, of the shanty 
hotel—*‘All meals, $2. All drinks, 35 
cents. No washing done here. The 
manager is not responsible for any- 
thing.’’ Does the bald .catalogue of 
these recitals leave you cold? It is 
possible; but it is also possible after 
three days in a new town to set the full 
half of a truckload of archbishops 
fighting for corner lots as they never 
fought for mitre or crozier. There isa 
contagion in a boom as irresistible as 
that of a panic in a theater. 

After awhile things'settle down, and 
then the carpenter, who is also the 
architect, can lay his bare arms across 
the bar and sell them tothe highest bid- 
der, for the houses are coming up like 
toadstools after rain. The men who do 
not build cheer those who do, in that 
building means backing your belief in 
your town—your® to you, and peculiarly 
confound all other towns whatsoever. 
Behind the crowd of business men the 
weekly town paper plays, as a stock 
whip plays ona mob of cattle. There 
is honor—heaped, extravagant, impe- 
rial—for the good, the employer of la- 
bor, the builder of stores, the spender 
of money: there is abuse, savage and 
outrageous, forthe bad, the man who 
‘“‘buys out of the town,’’ the man who 
intends to go, the sitter on the fence; 


, With persuasion and invitation in prose 


verse and zincograph for all that out- 
side world which prefers to live in cit- 
ies other than ours. 

Now the editor, as often as not, be- 
gins as a mercenary and ends asa 
patriot. This, too, is al of a price 
with human gature. A few years later, 
if Providence is good, comes the re- 
turn for judicious investment. Perhaps 
the town bas stood ‘the. test of the 
boom, and that which was clapboard is 
now Milwaukee brick or dressed gtone, 
vile in désign, but permanent... The 
shanty hotel is the Something House, 
with accommodation for 200 guests. 
The manager, who served you in his 
shirtsleeves as his own hotel clerk, is 
gorgeous in broadcloth, and needs to be 
reminded of the first meeting. «= Sub- 
urban villas more or less adorn the 
flats, from which the liveliest fancy 
(and fancy was free in the early days) 
hung back. Horse cars jingle where 


‘the prairie schooner used to stick fast

in the mud hole scooped to that end op- 
posite the saloon; and there is 4 belt 
electric service paving fagulous divi- 


dends. Then do you, feeling older than 
Methusaleh and twice as important, go | 


forth and patronize things in general, 
while the manager tells you exactly 
what sort of millionaire you would 
have been if you had ‘‘stayed by the 
town.’’ 

Or else—the bottom has tumbled out 
of the boom, and the town new made is 
dead—-dead as a young man’s corpse 
laid outin the morning. Success was 
not justified by success. Of 10,000 
not three hundred remain. and these 
live in huts on the outskirts of the brick 
streets. The hotel. with its suites of 
musty rooms, is a big tomb; the factory 
chimneys are cold; the villas have no 
glass in them and the fire-weed glows 
in the center of the driveways, mocking 
the arrogant advertisements in the 
empty shops. There is nothing to do 
except to catch trout in the stream 
that was to have been defiled by the 
city sewage. A two-pounder lies fan- 
ning himself just in the cool of the 
main culvert, where the alders have 
crept up to the city wall. You pay 
youre money, and, more cor less, you 
take your choice. 

By the time that a man has seen 
these things and a few others that go 
with a boom, he may saythat he has 
lived and talked with his enemies in the 
gate. He has heard the Arabian Nights 
retoid and knows the inward kernel of 
that romance, which some little folk 
say is vanished. Here they lie in their 
false teeth, for Cortezis not dead nor 
Drake, and Sir Philip Sydney dies 
every few months if you know where 
tolook. The adventurers and captains 
courageous of old have only changed 
their dress a little ang altered their em- 
ployment to suit the world in which 
they move. Clive came down from Lo- 
bengula’s country a ‘few months ago 
protesting that there was an empire 
there and finding very few that believed. 
Hoa@ings studied a map of South Af- 
rica in a corrugated iron hut at Johan- 
nesburg ten years ago. Since then he 
has altered the map, considerably to 
the advantage of the empire, but the 
heart of that empire is set on ballot- 
boxes and snyvall lies. The illustrious 
Don Quixote today lives on the north 
coast of Australia, where he has found 
the treasure of a sunken Spanish gal- 
leon. Now and again he destroys black 
fellows who hide under his bed.to spear 
him. Young Hawkins, with a. still 
younger Boscawen for his second, was 
till last year chasing slave-dhows round 
Tagariah; they have sent him now to 
the Zanzibar coast to be grilled into an 
admiral; and the valorous Sandoval 
has been holding the ‘‘republic’’ of 
Mexico by the throat dny time these 
fourteen years gone. The others, big 
men all, and not very much afraid 


of responsibility, are selling horses, 
breaking trails, drinking sanga- 
ree, running railways beyond the 


timber line, swimming rivers, blowing 
up tree stumps, and making cities 
where no cities were in all the five 
quarters of the world. Only people 
will not believe this when you tell them. 
They are too near things and a great 
deal too well fed. So they say of the 
most cold-blooded realism: ‘‘This is 
romance. How interesting!’ And of 
over-handled, thumb-marked realism: 
“This is indeed romance!’’ It is the 
next century that, looking over its 
own, willsee the beroes of our time 
clearly. 

Meantime this earth of ours—we 
hold a fair slice of it so far—is full of 
wonders and miracles, and mysteries 
and marvels, and, in default of being in 
the heart of great deeds, it is good to 
goup and down, seeing and hearing 
tell of them all.

This is the cottage in which Edgar A. 
Poe lived. It has not been occupied for 
several years, and has fallen somewhat 
into decay, but Mr. Ford will have it 
repaired and put into presentable shape. 
He contemplates moving the cottage 
back to the rear of the lot and building 
a handsome residence upon the present 
site. He will then transform the cot- 
tage into a library, where he will do his 
writing. A bicycle ciub has been try- 
ing to secure tLe cottage for a club- 
house. Many people still visit the 
quaint little cottage in which ‘The 
Raven’? was written. — [Pittsburgh 
Times. 

What a flood of recollections are in- 
spired by a perusal of the above ex- 
tract? It wasin the cottage at Ford- 
ham that Poe nursed his child wife, nee 
Virginia Clemm, until death and hunger 
claimed her from her idolizing husband. 
who, though addicted to excesses, loved 
her with all the ardor so admirably ex- 
pressed in ‘‘Annabel Lee,’’ when he 
wrote: 
‘For the moon never beams without bring- 

ing me dreams 

Of the beautiful Annabed Lee, 

And the stars never rise but I feel the 
bright eves 

Of the beautiful Annabel Lee. 

And “> the night-tide, I lie down by the 
s1ae 

Of my darling, my‘darling, mv life and 
my bride, 

In her sepuichre there by the sea. 

In her tomb by the sounding sea.’ 

Upon the death of Mrs. Poe the poet 
became quite ill, and at Fordham he 
wrote his beautiful verses Annie:”’ 

Thank heaven, the crisis— 
The danger is past, 
And the lingering illness 
Is over at last— 
And the fever called ‘living’ 
Is conquered at last.” 

Then followed Raven,”’ 
masterpiece of English verse, that 
mirrored the despair engulfing the 
morbid brain of Edgar Allen Poe. The 
“raven’’ so deftly pictured by‘ the poet 
was but the synonym of the grief and 
agony that was eating» out the core 
of his heart and the ‘‘Plutonian shore’”’ 
was the haven toward which his bark 
was drifting: 

And that raven, never flitting, still is sit- 
ting, is sitting 


On the pallid bust of Pallas, iust above 
my chamber door; 


And his eves have all the seeming of a de- 
mon that is dreaming, 
And the lamplight o'er him streaming 
. throws his shadow on the floor: 
And my soul from out that shadow that 
lies floating on the floor 
Shall be lifted—nevermore! 
nd it never was lifted. On October 
30, 1849, Poe died of delirium tremens 
in Baltimore. The Poecottageat Ford- 
ham was associated with some of the best 
things Poe ever wrote, either prose or 
poetry, when he worked, suffering from 
hunger almost daily, in order to secure 
medicine and food for his sick wife. 
When she died his heart went to the 
grave with her. Fearing Giil, who has 
just disposed of the property,’was one 
of the biographers of Poe.

SAN BERN ARDINO COUNTY. 


County Division Monopolizing the 
Attention of the People. 


Why .San Bernardino is Opposed to It— 
The Temperature at Riverside—No 
Injury to the Orange Crop— 


Firevitios. 


SAN PERNARDINO. 

Of all public questions now occupving the 
aitention of the citizens of San Bernardino, 
none is given the thought, so fills the col- 
umns of the local press, or is so generally 
discussed at the meetings of organizations 
of every kind, as that of the division of the 
county. It is recognized by all that dis. 
tricts on the southern and eastern borders 
of the county are preparing to make a des- 
perate effort to secede from the imperial 
county of San Bernardino, and set up local 
governments of their own. The movement 
iu which the San Bernardino citizens are 
most concerned is that on the south, in 
which the ‘Riverside people are the prime 
movers and the greater part of the influ- 
ence that will be brought to bear. The San 
Bernardino citizen sees in this move. 
ment to form Hiverside county 
from the southern part of this county 
and the wortheastern part of San 
Diego county results that may bring disas- 
ter to the old county if it is permitted to ac- 
complish the end sought. By taking such 
ah area of lafid as is proposed by the divi- 
sion scheme, the greater part of the old or- 
ange groves will go, and the source of at 
least one-third of the revenue of the county 
at thé.present time, although the rapid de- 
velopment of orange and other fruit lands 
to the east, north and west will soon bring 
these regions to such a state of production 
as will vield a much larger revenue to the 
county, proportionately with that of River; 
side, than is now obtained from those re- 
gions. Butthis is not by any means the 
only objection. A courthouse that will 
cost, when completed, perhaps a half mil- 
lion of dollars,is being erected. Should 
one or more counties, or parts of counties, 
be carved from the revenue-producing 
regions of this connty. not only will the 
old county be deprived of the income 
from these sources to complete the struct- 
ure, but the remaining portions of the 
county will be compelicd to reimburse the 
outgoing regions for the pro rata expendi- 
tures from these sections for the work 
already done upon the courthouse, and 
upon other public improvements as well. 
The people thus see rising before them 
with the figure of the division scheme the 
shadow of a burden of taxation that it will 
make it almost impossible for many of 
them tobear. They will, for these and 
other reasons, fight county division to the 
very last. ,

The Report of the MNSoard of Public 

Works — A Lease Given the Glass 

: Worka—Street Work Ordered— 
Proceedings. 


The City Council met at 10 o'clock 
yesterday morning with President Bon- 
sallinthe chair, and allthe members 
present except Messrs. Nickell and Mc- 
Garry. 
City Tax Collector,L. J. Thompson was 
granted permission to retain his staff of 
deputies during the month of December 
to check up his books and make out the 
delinquent list. 
The Mayor returned without his ap- 
proval an ordinance ordering the con- 
struction of a sewer on Montreal street, 
also an ordinance changing the name of* 
Adobe street to Harvard street, on the 
ground that there is already a Harvard 
avenue in this city. Action deferrrd. 
The matter of the improvement of 
Hope street from First street to Third 
was, on motioh of Councilman Innes, 
referred.to the Board of Public Works. 
The report of the Finance Committee 
approving all demands against the city 
for wages, etc., was adopted. 
PUBLIC WORKS. 

The reportef the Board of Public 
Works was then presented as follows, 
all of the recommendations being 
adopted: 
That the Southern Pacific Railway Com- 
pany be allowed to protect at its own ex- 
pense, by riprapping with rock or other- 
‘ise, the east bank of the Los Angeles 
iver,.from the intersection of the Arroyo 
Seco the Los Angeles River to the 
north side of the Southern California Rail- 
way Company's bridge; said work to be 
done under the supervision of the City En- 
gineer, as the work will protect cif¥ lands. 
in the matter of the proposals for curb- 
ing, reading up and sidewalking portions 
of Alhambra avenue and Mission road. 
aligning the East Side Park, recommend 
that the bid of Peter Keenan be aecepted to 
do the work, in accordance with plans and 
specitications, at 47 cents per lineal toot 
for work complete. 
On the protest from the Los Angeles 
Lighting Company et al., against the pav- 
ing of Aliso street, between Alameda Street 
and Kellar street, recommend that the pro- 
test be referred to the City Enginees for 
his investigation and report on the amount 
of frontage on said protest, and whether 
said frontage is all included within tie dis- 
trict to be paved. 
n the matter of the petition from G. Pel- 
lissier, asking thatthe curband sidewalk 
grade be allowed to remain asit now stands, 
find that the curb is not on the established 
grade, and recommend -that the City En- 
gineer adjust the matter.

LADIES’ BENEVOLENT SOCIETY. 


Annual Meetiudg for the Election of OM- 
cers—The President's Report. 


The Ladies’ Benevolent Society held 
their regular annual meeting yesterday 
in Pythian Hall on South Spring street. 

The president, Mrs. C. Ducommun 
read an encouraging and interesting 
report, outlining the scope of the 
society's purpose, its aims and progress. 
Among other things, she sald that asthe 
city was growing. so were the demands 
upon the especial line of benevolent 
work increasing, necessitating” some 


energetic action and well, applied ef- 


forts. The question was not what to 
do, but how to de it. There were many 
cases of injudicious giving. To feed 


beggars at the door without sufficiently 
investigating their case was often er- 
roneous anda mistake. The plan of 
associated charities was a good one, 
but it was questionable as to whether 
the time was yet ripe for the organiza- 
tion of the broader moveme It had 
resulted in failure once, and should not 
again be taken up until apparent suc- 
cess Was assured. 

There should be a bureau of informa- 
tion established and supported, where 
needy persons could register their cases, 
and thus fraud would often be pre- 
vented. 

The Benevolent Society, since its or- 
ganization in 1876, had grown very 
rapidly, and as its motto always had 
been so shouldit ever be to ‘do the 
most good to the greatest number.’’ Dis- 
couragements, however, were not lack- 
ing. The stand taken by a certain 
class of charity-workers in giving in- 
discriminately, irrespective of class or 
condition, encouraged in many cases 
idleness, and qmounted to really paying 
a premium on indolence. * Newspaper 
reports of cases of destithtion were 
frequently unreliable or too far-fetched, 
and worked no real good. Centraliza- 
tion of the work was a necessity, aud, 
with the same generous support that 
had ever been accorded it, the society 
would hope to continue its course of 
well-doing and usefulness. 

The further report of the secretary 
gave as the total expenses ofthe or- 
ganization for the year, $1208.35, and 
receipts, $1281.42, leaving a balance 
of $23.07 on hand. The total member- 
ship was shown to be 300.

MESSAGE 


THE PRESIDENT 10 CONGRESS 


Delivered December 6, 1892. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Wasuineton, Dec. 6.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}| President Harrison’s 
message in full reads as follows: 

To the Senate and House of Representatives: 
In submitting my annual message to Con- 
gress I have great satisfaction in being 
able to say that the general conditions af- 
fecting the commercial and industrial in- 
teresis of the United States are in the high- 
est degree tavorable. A comparison of 
the existing conditions with those of the 
most favored period in the history of the 
country will itself show that such a degree 
of prosperity and so general a diffusion of 
the comforts of life were néver before en- 
joyed by our people. 

e total wealth of the country in 1860 
was $16,159,616,068 ; in 4890 it amounted 
to $62,610,000,000, an increase of 287 

recent. The total mileage of railways in 

e United States in 1860 was 30,626; in 
1890 it was 187,741, an incerease of 448 

r cent., and it is estimated that there will 

about four thousand miles of track 
added by the close of the year 1892. 

GROWTH OF NATIONAL WEALTH. 

The official returns of the eleventh cen- 
was and those of the tenth for seventy-five 
leading cities furnished the basis for the 
following comparison: In 1880 the capi- 
tal invested in manufacturing was $1,232.,- 
839,670; in 1890 the capital invested in 
manufacturing was $2,000,735,884. In 
1880 the number of employés was 1,301,- 
888; in 1890 the number of employés was 
7,271,134. In 1880 the wages earned 
were $501,965,778; in 1890 the wages 
earned were $1,221,170,454. In 1880 the 
value of the products was $2,711,579,999; 
in 1890 the value of the products was 
$4,860.286,837. I am informed by the 
Superintendent of Census that the omission 
of certain industriesin 1880, which were 
included in 1890, accounts in part for the 
remarkable increase thus shown. But 
after making full allowances for differ- 
ences of nethod, and deducting the returns 
for all industries not included in the cen- 
sus of 1880, there remainin the reports 
from these seventy-five cities an increase 
in the capital employed of.$1,522,745,604;

The new industrial plants established 
since October 6, 1890, and up to October 
22, 1892, as partially reported in the 
American Economist, number 345, and the 
extensions of existing plants 108. The 
new capital invested amounts to $40,449,- 
050,and the number of additional em- 
ployés to 37,285. The Textile World for 

uly, 1892, states that during the first six 
months of the present calendar year 135 
new factories were built, of which 40 are 
cotton mills. 48 knitting mills, 26 woolen 
mills, 16 silk mills, 40 plush mills and 2 
linen mills. Of the 40 cotton mills, 21 
have been built in the Southern States, 
A. B. Shepperdson of the New York Cotton 
Exchange estimates the number of work- 
ing spindles in the United States, on Sep- 
tember 1, 1892, at 185,000,000, an in- 
crease of 660,000 over the year 1891. 
The consumption of cotton by American 
milis in 1891 was 2,396,000 bales and in 
1892 2,584,000 bales, an increase of 188.,- 
000 bales. From the year 1869 to 1892, 
inclusive, there has been an increase in the 
consumption of cotton in Europe of +92 per 
cent, while during the same period the in- 
crease of consumptioninthe United States 
has been about 15 per cent. 

The report of Ira Ayer, special agent of 
the Treasury Department, shows that at 
the date, September 30, 1892, there were 32 
companies manufacturing tin and tin-plate 
in the United States and 14 companies build- 
ing new works for such manufacture. The 
estimate of investments in buildings at the 
close of the fiscal year, June 30, 1892, if 
existing conditions were to be counted, 
were $5,000,000, and the estimated rate 
of production 200,000,000 pounds per an- 
num. The actual production for the quar. 
ter, ending September 30, 1892, was 10,- 
952,725 pounds. 

EVIDENCES OF PROSPERITY. 

The report of the Labor Commissioner of 
New York shows that during the vear 1891, 
in about six thousand manufacturing estab- 
lishments in that State embraced within 
the special inquiry made by him and repre- 
senting sixty-seven different industries, 
there was a net increase over the year 
1890 of $31,315.130.68 in the value of the 
product, and of $6,.377,925.09 in the 
amount of wages paid. 

The report of the Commissioner of Labor 
for the State of Massachusetts shows that 
375 industries in that State paid $129.,- 
£16,238 in wages during the year 1891, 
against $16,030,303 in 1890, an increase 
of $3,335,945, and that there was an -in- 
crease of $9,993,940 in the amount of 
capital, and of 7396 in the number of per- 
sons employed in the same period. 

During the last six months of the year 
1891 and the first months of 1892 the total 
production of pig iron was 9,710,819 tons, 
as against 9,209,703 tons inthe year 1890, 
which was the largest annual production 
ever obtained. For the same months of 
1891-1892 the production of Bessemer 
\ngots was 3,878,581 tons, an increase of 
189,710 gross tons over the previously un- 
precedented year’s production of 3,688,871 
= tons in 1890. The production of 

essemer steel rails for the first six months 
of 1892 was 772,436 gross tons, as against 
502,080 gross tons during the last six 
months of the year 1891. 

GROWTH OF FOREIGN TRADE, 

The total value of our foreign trade (ex- 
ports and manufactures) during the last fis- 
tal year was $1,857,680,610, an increase 
of $126,263,604 over the previous fiscal 
year The average annual value of our im- 
ports and exports of merchandise for the 
ten fiscal years prior to the year 1891 was 
$1,457,322,019. It will be observed that 
our foreign trade for 1892 exceeded this 
annual average by $400,358,391, an in- 
crease of 27.47 percent. The significance 
and value of this increase is shown by the 
fact that the excess in the trade of 1892 
over 1891 was wholly in the value of ex- 
ports, for there was a decrease in the value 
of imports of $17,513,254. The value of 
our exports during the fiscal year 1892 
reached the highest figure in the history of 
the Government, amounting to $1,030.- 
278,148, exceeding by $14,797,338 the 
exports of 1891, and exceeding the value 
of the imports by $202,875.686. A com- 
parison of the value of ourexports for 1892 
with the annual average for the ten years 

rior to 1891 shows an excess of $265,- 
42,671, or of 34.65 percent. The‘value 
of ourimports of merchandise for i892, 
which was $829.402,462, also exceeded 
the annual average value of the ten years 
prior to 1891 by"$135,215,940. 

During the fiscal year 1892, the value of 
imports free of duty amouuted to $457,- 
999,658, the largest aggregate in the his- 
wry of commerce. The vaiue of imports 
of merchandise entered free of duty in L892 
was 55.35 percent. of the total value of 
jmports, as compared with 45.35 per eent. 
‘mn 1891 and 33.66 per cent. in 1890. 

In our coast-wise trade a most encour- 
aging development is in progress, there 
having been, during the last four years, an 
increase of 16 per cent. in internal com- 
merce. The statistics show that no such 
period of prosperity has ever before ex- 
isted. The freight carried in the coast- 
wise trade of the great lakes in 1890 ag- 
gregated 28,295,950 tons. Onthe Missis- 
sippi, Missouri and Ohio rivers, and tribu- 
taries, in the same year, the traffic aggre- 
gated 29,404,406 tons, and the total ves- 
sel tonnage passing through the Detroit 
River during that year was 21,684,000 
tons. The vessel tonnage entered and 
cleared in the foreign trade of London dur- 
so 1890 amounted to 13,480,767 tons 


and of Liverpool to 10,941,800 tons, a 
total for these two great shipping ports of 
24,442,568 tons, only slightly in excess of 
the veasel tonnage passing through the De. 
troft River, and it should be said that the 
season for the Detroit River was but 2258 
days, while, of course, in London and Liver, 
pool the season wasfortheentireyear. The 
vessel tonnage. pass®ig through the St. 
Mary’s Canal for the fiscal year 1892 
amounted to 9,828,874 tons, and the 
freight tonnage of the Detroit River 
is estimated for that year at 25.,- 
000,000 tons, against 23,209,619 tons 
in 1891. The aggregate trafic of our rail- 
roads for the year 1891 amountedto 704,- 
398,609 tons of freight, compared with 
691,344,437 tons in 1890, an increase of 
13,054,172 tons. 

Another indication of the general pros- 


perity of the country is found in the tact 


that the number of depositors in savings 
banks increased from 693,870 in 1860 to 
4,328,393 in 1890. an increase of 53 per 
cent., and the amount of deposits from 
$194,277,375 in 1860 to $1,524,844,503 
in 1890, an increase of 92 percent. In 
1891 the amount of deposits in savings 
banks was $1,623,079,749. Itisestimated 
that 90 per cent. of these deposits repre- 
sent the savings of wage-earners. The 
bank clearances have for the nine months 
ending September 30, 1891, amounted to 
$41,.049,390,808. For the same months 
in 1892 they amounted to $45,189,.601,- 
947, an excess for the nine months of 
$4,140,211,139. 
WORK PLENTY AND WAGES HIGH. 

There never has been atime iu our his- 
tory when work was so abundant or when 
wages were as high, whether measured by 
the currency in which they are paid or by 
their power to supply the necessaries and 
comforts of life. 

It is true that the market prices of cotton 
and wheat have been low. Itis one of the 
unfavorable incidents of agriculture that 
the farmer cannot produce upon orders. 
He must sow and reap in ignorance of the 
aggregate production of the year, and is 
peculiarly subject to the depression which 
follows over-production. But, while the 
fact I have stated is true as to the crops I 
have mentioned, the general average of 
prices has been such as to give to agri- 
culture a fair participation in the general 
prosperity. The value of our total farm 
products has increased from $1.363.- 
646,866 in 1860 to $4,500,000,000 in 
1891, as estimated by. statisticians, 
an increase of 230 per cent. The 
number of hogs January 1, 1891, was 
50,525,106, and their value $210,- 
193.925. On January 1, 1892, the 
number was 52,439,809 and their value 
$241,931,451. On January 1, 1891, the 
number of cattle was 36,875,648, and 
their value $544,127,908. On January 1, 
1892, the number was 37,651,239, and 
their value $570,749,155. If any are dis- 
contented with their state ere; if 
any believe that the wages or prices, 
the returns for honest toil, are in- 
adequate, they should not fail to 
remember that there is no other country 
in the world where the conditions that 
seem tothem hard would not be accepted 
as highly prosperous. The English agri- 
culturist would be glad to exchange the 
returns of his labor for those of the Amer- 
ican farmer, andthe Manchester workmen 
their wages for those of their fellows at 
Fall River. 

DUE TO PROTECTION. 

I believe that the protective system 
which now for something like thirty years 
has prevailed in our legislation, has beena 
mighty instrument forthe development of 
our national wealth, and a most powerful 
agency in protecting the homes of our 
workingmen from the invasion of want. I 
have felt a most solicitous§ interest 
to preserve to our working people 
rates of wages that would not only 
give daily bread, but supply a comfortable 
margin for those home attractions and fam- 
ily comforts and enjoyments without which 
lifé is neither hopeful nor sweet, They are 
American citizens, a part of the great peo- 
ple for whom our Constitution and Govern- 
ment were framed and instituted, and it 
cannot be a perversion of that Constitution 
to so legislate as to preserve in their homes 
the comfort, independence, loyalty and 
sense of interest inthé Government which 
areessential to good citizenship in peace, 
and which will bring them, as in 1861, to 
the defense of the flag when it is assailed. 

It is not my purpose to renew here the 
argument in favor of a protective tariff. 
The result of the recent election must be 
accepted as having introduced a new policy. 
We must assume that the present tariff, 
constructed upon the lines of protection, is 
to be repealed, and that there is to be sub- 
stituted for it a tariff law constructed 
solely for revenue; that no duty is to be 
higher because the increase will keep open 
on American mill or keep up the wage of 
an American workman, but thatin every 
case such arate of duty is to be imposed as 
will bring to the treasury of the United 
States the largest returns of revenue. The 
contention has not been between schedules, 
but between principles, and it would be of- 
tensive to suggest that the prevailing party 
will not carry into legislation the princi- 
ples advocated by it and the pledges given 
to the people. The tariff bills passed by the 
House of Representatives at the last ses- 
sion were, asI supposed, even in the opin- 
ion of their promoters, inadequate, and 


justified only by the fact that the Senate | 


and House of Representatives were not in 
accord, and that a general revision could 
not therefore be undectaken. I recom- 
mend thatthe whole subject of tariff re- 
vision be left to the incoming Congress. 
FUTURE TARIFF LEGISLATION. 

Itisa matter of regret that this work 
must be delayed for at least three months, 
forthe threatof great tariff changes in- 
troduces so much uncertainty that an 
amount not easily estimated of business in- 
action and of diminished production 
will necessarily result. It is possible 
also that this. uncertainty may re. 
sult in decreased revenvres from 
customs duties, for our merchants will 
make cautious orders for fpreign goods in 
view of the prospect of tariff reductions 
and the uncertainty as to when it will take 
effect. Those who have advocated a pro- 
tective tariff can well afford to have their 
disastrous forecasts of a change of policy 
disappointed. If a system of customs rules 
can be framed that will set the idle wheels 
and looms of Europe in motion and crowd 


our warehouses with foreign-made goods, 


and at the same time keep our 
own mills busy; that will give us 
an increased participation in the ‘‘mar- 
kets of the world,’ of a _ greater 
value thanthe home market, that we sur- 
render; that will give increased work to 
forgign workmen upon products to be con- 


sumed by our people without diminishing” 


the amount of work to be done here; that 
will enable the American manufacturer to 
pay to his workmen from 50 to{100 per cent. 
more in wages than is paid in the foreign 
mill, and yet to compete in our market and 
®*n foreign markets with the foreign pro- 

ucer; that will further reduce the cost of 
articles of wear and food without reducing 
the wages of those who produce them, the 
authors and promoters of it will be entithed 
to the highest praise. 

We have had in our history several ex- 
periences of the contrasted effects of a rev- 
enue and of a protective tariff, but this 
generation has not felt them and the ex- 
perience of one generation is not highly in- 
structive tothe next. The friends of the 
protective system, with undiminished con- 
fidence in the principles thev have advo- 
cated, will wait the results of the new ex- 


periment. The strained, and tov often | conference developed the fact that the Ca- 


disturbed, relations existing between em- 
ployés and employer in our great manufac- 
turing establishments have not been. favor- 
able toacalm consideration by the wage- 


earner of the effect upon wages of the 


protective system. The facts that his 
wages were the highest paid in like calling 
inthe world and that a maintenance of 
this rate of wages, in the absence of pro- 
tective duties upon the product of his la- 
bor, was impossible, were obscured by the 
passion evoked by those contests. He may 
now be able to review the question in the 
light of his personal experience ynder tne 
operation of a tariff for revenue only. If 
that experience shall demonstrate that the 
present rate of wages are thereby main- 
tained or increased either absolutely or in 


their purchasing pee. and that the 


gregate volume of work to be done in this 
country is increased or even maintained; 
that there are more, or as many 
days’ work in a year at as good 
or better wages for the American 


workman as has been the case under the 
protective system, every one will rejoice. 
A general process of wage reduction cannot 
be contemplated by any patriotic citizen 
without the gravest apprehension. It may 
be, indeed I believe it is, possible for the 


American manufacturer to compete suc-. 
cessfully with his foreign rival in many 
branches of production without the de-’ 


fense of protective duties, ifthe pay rolls 
are equalized, but the conflict that stands 
between the producer and that result and 
the distress of our working people, when it 
is attained, are not pleasant to contemplate. 
The society of the unemployed now holding 
its freqient and threatening parades in 
the streets of foreign cities should not be 
allowed to acquire an American domicile. 
REVIEW OF THE ADMINISTRATION. 


The reports of the heads of the several 


executive departments, which are here- 
with submitted, have, very naturally, in- 
cluded a resumé of the whole work of the 
administration, the transactions of the last 
fiscal year. The attention not only of 
Congress, but of the country. is again in- 
vited to the methods of administration 
which have been pursued, and to the re- 
sults which have been attained. The pub- 
lic revenues, amounting to $1,414,079.- 
292.28, have been collected and disbursed 
without loss from misappropriation, with- 
out a single defalcation of such importance 
as to attract the public attention, and ata 
diminished per cent. of cost for colléction. 
The public business has been transacted 
not only with fidelity, but with progress 
and with a view to giving t@,the people in 
the fullest possible degree the benefits of a 
service established and maintained for 
their protection and comfort. 
FOREIGN RELATIONS AND RECIPROCITY. 

Our relations with other nations are 
now undisturbed by any serious contro- 
versy. The complicated and threatening 
differences with Germany and England 
relating to Samoan affairs, with England 
in relation to the seal fishtries in the 
Bering Sea, and with Chile, growing out of 
the Baltimore affair. have been adjusted. 
There have been neggtiated and concluded, 
under section 3 of the tariff law. commer- 
cial agreements relating to reciprocity 
trade with the following countries: Brazil, 
San Domingo, Spain, for Cuba and Porto 
Rico, Guatemala, Salvador, the German 
empire, Great Britain, for certain West 
Indian colonies, and British Guiana, Nic- 
aragua, Honduras, and Austria-Hungary. 
Of these, those with Guatemala, Salvador, 
the German empire, Great Britain, Nic- 
aragua, Honduras and Austria-Hungary, 
have been concluded since my last annual 
message. Under these treaty arrange- 
ments a free-favored admission has been 
secured in every case for an important 
list of American products. 

Especial care has been taken to secure 
mackets for farm products in order to re- 
lieve that great underlying industry from 
the depression which the lack of an ade- 
quate foreign market for our surplus often 
brings. An opecing has also been made for 
manufactured products that will undoubt- 
edly, if this policy is maintained, greatly 
augment our export trade. The full bene- 
fite of these arrangements cannot be real- 
ized instantly. New lines of trade are to be 
opened. The commercial traveler must 
survey the field. The manufacturer must 
adapt his goods to the new markets, and fa- 
cilities for exchange must be established. 
This work has been well begun. Our mer- 
chants and manufacturers have enteredthe 
new fields with courage and enterprise. In 
the case of food products, and especially 
with Cuba, the trade df not need to wait, 
and the immediate results have been most 
gratifying. If this policy and these trade 
arrangements can be continued in force 
ana aided by the establishment of American 
steamship lines,I do not doubt we shall, 
within a short period, secure fully one- 
third of the total trade of the countries of 
Central and South America, which now 
amounts to about $600,000,000. In 1865 
we had only 8 per cent. of this trade. 

RESULTS OF RECIPROCITY. 

The following statistics show the increase 
in our trade with the countries witb with 
we have reciprocal trade agfeements from 
the date when such agreements went into 
effect up to September 30, 1892, the in- 
crease being in some almost wholly and in 
othersgin an important degree the result 
of the agreement. The domestic exports 
to Germany and Austria-Hungary have in- 
creased in value from $47,673,756 to $57.- 
993,064, an increase of $10,318,508. 
or 21.03 per cent. With American 
countries the volume of our exports 
has increased from $44,160,285 to 
$54.613,596, an increase of $10,453,313, 
or 23.67 percent. The total increase in 
the value of exports to all the countries 
with which we have reciprocity agreements 
has been $20,772,671. This increase is 
chiefiy in wheat, flour, meat and dairy 
products and manufactures of iron and 
steel and lumber. There has been a large 
increase in the value of imports from all 
these countries since the commercial agree- 
ments went into effect, amounting to $74,- 
294,524, butit has been entirely in imports 
from the American countries, consisting 
mostly of sugar, coffee. India rubber and 
crude drugs. The alarmed attention of 
our European competitors for the South 
American market has been attracted to 
this new American policy, and to our ac- 
quisition and their loss of South American 
trade. é 

BERING SEA ARBITRATION. 

A treaty providing forthe arbitration of 
the dispute between Great Britain and the 
United States as to the killing of seals in 
the Bering Sea wasconcluded on the 29th 
of February last. This treaty was accom. 
panied by an agreement prohibiting pela- 
gic sealing pending the arbitration, and a 
vigorous effort was made during this sea- 
son to drive out all poaching steamers 
from Bering Sea. Six naval vessels, three 
revenue cutters, and one vessel from the 
Fish Commission, all under the command of 
Commander Evans of the navy were sent 
into the sea, which was systematically 
patrolled. Some seizures were made, and 
itis believed the catch in Bering Sea by 
poachers amounted to less than 500 seals. 
Itis true, however, that in the Northern 
Pacific, while the seal herds were on their 
way to Aleutian Islands, a very large num- 
ber, probably 35,000, were taken. 

The existing statutes of the United States 
do not restrain our citizens from taking 
sealsinthe Pacific Ocean, and, perhaps 
should not until the prohibition can be ex- 
tended to the citizens of other nations. I 
recommend that power be given to the 
President by proclamation to prohibit the 
taking of seals in the North Pacific by 
American vessels. It will depend on the 
result of the findings ofthe tribunal of ar. 
bitration whether the restraints can be 
supplied to the vessels of all countries. 
Phe case of the United, States tor the 
tribunal of arbitration has ‘been prepared 
with great care and industry by Hon. 
John W. Foster, and the counsel who rep. 
resent this Government express confidence 
that aresult substantially establishing our 
claims and preserving this great industry 


to the benefit of all nations will be attained. 


RELATIONS WITH CANADA. 

a the past year a suggestion was re- 
ceived through the British Minister that 
the Canadian government would like to 
confer as to the possibility of enlarging 
upon terms of mutual advantage with 
the commercial exchanges of Canada and 
the United States, and a conference was 
held at Washington, with Mr. Blaine acting 
for this Government and the BritiFh Minis. 
ter at this capital and three members of 
the Dominion Cabinet acting as commis- 
sioners on the partof Great Britain. The 


nagian government was culy prepared to 
offer the United States in exchange for the 
concessions asked the admission of natural 


products. The statements they made that 


tavored rates could not be givento the 


United States as against the mother coun- | 
try. This admission as foreseen, necessa- 


rily terminated, the conference upon this 
question. The benefits of an exchange of 
the natural products would be almost 
wholiy with the people of Canada. .

THE WELLAND CANAL DISPUTE. 
The controversy astothe tolls upon the 


Welland Canal, which was presented to Con- 


gress at the last session by aspecial mes- 
sage, having failed of adjustment. I felt 
constrained t@ exercise the authority cen- 
ferred by the dct of July 26, 1802, and to 
proclaim a suspension of the free passage 
of the St. Mary's Falls Canal to cargoes in 
transit to poftts in Canada. The Secretary 


ofthe Treasury established euch tohs as. 


were thonght to be equivalentto the exac- 
tions unjustly letied upon our commerce tn 
the Canadiag canais. If. as we must sul 
pose, the political relations Sf Canada and 
the disposition of the Canadian government 
are togemaim cochanged, a somewhat rad- 
ical revision of our trade relations should, 
I think, be made. Our relations must con- 
tinue to be iatimate and they should be 
friendly. Lregret to say, however, that in 
many of the controversies. notably those 
as to the fisheries on the Atlantic, the seal. 
ing intereston_ the Pacific and the canal 
tolls our negotiations with Great Britain 
have continuously beer thwarted by un- 
reasonable and unfriendly objections and 
protests from Canada. In the matter of 
the canal tolls, ur treaty rights were 
fagrantly disregarded. 

It is hardly too much to sav that the Ca- 
nadian Pacific .and other railway lines 
which parallel our northern  boun- 
dary are sustained by commerce hav- 
ing either its origin or the oricinators 
or both in the United States. The Cana- 
dian railways compete with those offthe 
United States for our trafic and without 
the restraints of our interstate commprce 
act. Their cars pass almost without déten- 
tion in and out of ourterritory. The Cana- 
dian Pacific Rallway brouchtintothe United 
States from China and Japan via British 
Columbia during the vear ended June’! 30. 
1892, 23,239,689 pounds ot freiyht. and 
itcarried from the United States to be 
shipped to China and Japan via Uritish Co- 


lumbia 24,068,546 pounds of freight 
There were also shipped from the United 
States over this read trom bastern points 
of the United States and the Pacific ports 


during the same year 15,912,015 pounds 
of freight, and there were received over 
the road at the United States Eastern ports 
from ports on the Pacitic Coast 13-203 
pounds of freight. Joseph iNmmo, Jr.. 
former Chief of the Bureau of Statistics, 
when before the Senate Select Committee 
on Relations with Canada, April 26, 1890, 
said that the ralue of goods thus trans- 
ported between different points itn the 
United States across Canadian territory 
probably amounted to ten million dollarsa 
year. 

There is no disposition on the part of the 
people or Government of the United States 
to interfere In the smallest decree with the 
political relations of Canala. That ques- 
tion is wholly With herown people. It is 
time for us, however. to consider whether, 
if the present state of things and trend of 
affairs is to continue, our charges upon 
lines of land transportation should not be 
put upon a different basis and our entire 
independence of Canadian canals and of the 
St. Lawrence as an outlet to the sea be se- 
cured by the construction of an American 
canal arouud the falls of Niagaraand the 
opening of ship communication between 
the great lakes and one of our own aea- 
ports. We should not hesitate to avail our- 
selves of our great natural trade advan- 
tages. We should withdraw the support 
which is given tothe railroad and steam- 
ship lines of Canada by a traffic that prop- 
erly belongs to us, and nolanger furnish the 
earnings which lighten the otherwise 
crushing weight of the enormous pubiic 
subsidies that have been given to them. 
The subject of giving power tothé Treasury 
to deal with this matter without further 
legislation has been under consideration, 
but circumstances have postponed a con- 
clusion. It is probable that a considera. 
tion of the proper propriety of a modifica- 
tion or abrogation of the articles of the 
treaty of Washington relating to the transit 
of goods in bond is involved in any com- 
plete solution of the question. 

THE CHILEAN TROUBLE. 

Congress at the last session was kept ad- 

vised of the threatening differences be- 


tween Chile and the United States. It 
giyes me, to report 
thatthe Chiles government ina 
friendiy and honorable spirit has ten- 
dered and paid as an indemnity to the fam. 
of the sailors of the Baltimore who 
were killed, and to those who were injured 
in the outbreak inthe city of Valparaiso, 
the sum of $75,000. This has been ac- 
cepted not only as an indemnity fora 
wrong done, but asa most gratifying evi- 
dence that the government of Chile rightly 
appreciates the disposition of this Govern- 
ment toactinaspirit ofabsolute fairness 
and friendliness in our intercourse with 
that-brave people. A further and conclu- 
sive evidence of the mutual respect and 
confidence now existing, is furnished by 
the fact thata convention submitting to 
arbitration the mutual claims of the citi. 
zensof the respective governments has 
been agreed upon. Someof these claims 
have been pending for many years and 
have been the occasion of much unsatisfac. 
tory diplomatic correspondence. 

1 have endeavored in every way to assure 
our sister republics of Central and South 
America that the United States Govern- 
ment and its people have only the most 
friendly disposition toward them all. We 
do not covet their territory. We have no 
disposition to be oppressive or exacting in 
our dealings with any of them, even the 
weakest. Ourinterestinthem all lies in 
the direction of stable governments by 
their people, and of the largest develop- 
ment of their great commercial resources 
The mutual benefits of enlarged commer- 
cial exchanges and of amore familiar and 
friendly interest between our people we do 
desire, and in this have sought their 
friendly co#peration. I have believed, 
however, while holding these sentiments in 
the greatest sincerity, that we,must insist 
upon a just responsibility for any injuries 
inflicted upon our official representatives 
or upon our citizens. This insistance, 
kindly and justly, but firmly made, will, I 
believe, promote peace and mutual re- 
spect. 
RELATIONS WITH HAWAII. 

Our relations with Hawaii have been 
such asto attract an increased interest. 
and mustcontinue toduso. I deem it of 
great importance thatthe projected sub- 
marine cable, a survey for which has been 
made, should be promoted both for naval 
and commercial uses. We should have 
quick communication. We should be- 
fore this have availed ourselves of the 
coricession made many years ago to this 
Government fora harbor and naval sta- 
tion at Pearl River. Many evidences of the 
friendliness of the Hawaiian government 
have been given in the past, and it is grati- 
fying to believe that the advantage and 
necessity of the continuance gf very close 
relations is appreciated. 

THE MAFIA AFEAIR. 

The friendly act of this Government in 
expressing to the government of Italy its 
reprobation and abhorrence of the lynch- 
ing of Italian subjects in New Orleans and 
inthe payment of £135,000 or $27,000, 
was accepted by the King of Italy with 
every manifestation of gracious apprecia- 
tion, and the compliment has been highly 
promotive of mutual respect and good 
will. 

In. consequence of the action of the 
Frenmth government in proclaiming a pro- 
tectorate over certaiy districts of the west 
coast of Africa, westward of the San Pedro 
River. I have now been constrained to make 
protest against this encroachment upon 
the territory of a republic which was 
founded by citizens of the United States 
and toward which this country has for 
many years held the intimate relation of a 
friendiy counsellor.

Interference with the trading ventures of 
our citizensin Asia Minor is also reported, 
and the lack of consular representation in 
that region is a serious drawback to in- 
stant and effectual protection. I cannet 
believe that these incidents representa 
settled policy, and shall not cease to urge 
the adoption of proper remedies. 

International copyright has been ex- 
tended to Italy by proclamation, in con- 
formity with the act of March 4, 1891, 
upon assurances being given thatthe Ital- 
ian law permits to citizens of the United 
States the benefitof copyright on substan- 
tially the same basis as to the subjects of 
Italy. By aspecial convention proclaimed 
January 15, 189°, reciprocal provisions of 
copyricht have been applied between the 
United States and Germany. Negotiations 
are in progress with other countries to the 
same end. 

THE NICARAGUA CANAL, 

I fepeat with great eargestness the rec- 
ommendation of which I have made mention 
in previous messages as to inadequate sup. 
port given the American company engaged 


in the construction of the Nicaragua ship 
canal. it is impossible to overstate the 
value from every standpoint of this great 
enterprise, and I hope that there may be 
time given in this Congress to give to it an 


impetus that will insure the early comple: | 


tion of the canal, and secure to the United 


States its proper relation to it when com- | 


pleted. 
THE MONETARY CONFERENCE. 
The Bongress has been already advised 
that the invitations of this Government for 


the assembling ot an international mone- | 


tary conference, to consider the question 


of an enlarged issue of silver, was accepted 
by the nations to which they were issued. | 
The confrerence assembled at Brussels on | 


the 22d of November, and has entered upon 
the consideration of this creat question. I 
have not doubted, and have taken occasion 


to express that belief. as well in the invita | 


tions issued for the conference as in my 
public messages, that the free coinage of 
silver upon an agreed international ratio, 
would probably promote the interest of our 
people. and equally those of other nations. 
It is too early to predict what results may 
be accomplished by the conference. If any 
temporary check or delay intervenes, I be- 
lieve that very soon commercial conditions 


to unite with us in this movement to secure 
the enlargement of the volume of money 
needed for the transaction of tne business 
of the world. 

CONDITION OF THE TREASURY. 

The report of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury willattract special interest in view of 
the many misleading statements that have 
been macie as to the state of the public rev- 
enues. Three preliminary facts should not 
only be stated, but emphasized, before 
looking into @etails: First, that the public 
debt has been reduced since March 4, 1889, 
$259,074,200, and the annual interest 
charges $11,684,469; second, that there 
have been paid out tor pensions during this 
administration up to November 1, 1892, 
$4532,564,178.70, an excess of $114,466.- 
306.09 over the sum expended during the 
period from March 1, 1885, to March 1, 
1889; andthird, that under the existing 
tariff, upto December 1. about $93,000,- 
000 of revenue which would have been col- 
lected upon imported sugars, if the duty 
had been maintained, has gone into the 
pockets of the people and not into the pub- 
lic treasury as before. If there are any 
who still think that the surplus should have 
been kept outof circulation by hoarding it 
in the treasury or depositing it inthe 
banks without interest, while the Govern 
mentcontinuesto pay the very banks in- 
terest upon the bonds deposited as security 
for their deposits, or who think the ex- 
tended pension legislation was a public 
robbery, or that the duties upon sugar 
should have bean maintained, Iam content 
to leave the argument where it now rests, 
while we wait tosee whether these criti- 
cisins Will take the form of legislation. 

The revenues for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1892, from all sources were $425.- 
$68,260.22, andthe expenditures for all 
purposes were $415,923,808.56, leaving a 
balance of $9,.914,453.66. There were 
paid during the year upon the public debt 
$40.570.467.98. The surpius in the treas- 
ury and the bank redemption tund, passed 
by the act of July 14, 1890, tothe general 
fund, furnished ina large part the cash 
available and used forthe payments made 
upon the public débt. Compared with the 
year 1891 our receipts from customs dues 
fell off $42.069,241.08, while our receipts 
from internal revenue increased $8,2%4,. 
823.13, leaving the loss of revenue from 
these principal sources $33,784,417.95. 
The net revenue from all sources was $32,- 
675.972.81. 

The revenues estimated and actual for 


-the fiscal year ending June 30, 1893, are 


placed by the Secretary at $463%,536,- 
350.44 and the expenditures at $1,336,- 
350.44, showing a surplus of receipts over 
expenditures of $277,000,000. The cash 
balance in the treasury atthe end of the 
fiscal year, it is_estimated, will be $%20.- 
097,377.03. So far as these figures 
are based on estimate of receipts 
and expenditures for the remaining 
months of the current fiscal year 
there are not the usual elements 
of uncertainty, but some added elements of 
new revenue legislation or even the expec- 
tation of it may seriously reduce the public 
revenues during the period of uncertainty 
and during the press of business adjust- 
ment to the newconditions when they. be- 
come known, but the Secretary has very 
wisely refrained from guessing as to the 
effect of possible changes in our revenue 
laws, since the scope ot these changes and 
the time of their taking effect cannot in 
any degree be forecast or foretold by him. 
His estimates must be basedeupon ecXisting 
laws and upon a continuance of existing 
business conditions, except so far as these 
conditions may be affected by causes other 
than new legislation. 

The estimated receipts for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1893, are $490,121.- 
365.4%, and the estimated appropriations 
$457.261,355.88, leaving an estimated 
surplus of receipts over the expenditures of 
#32,860,830.05. This does notinclude any 
payment tothe sinking fund. In the re- 
commendation of the Secretary that the 
sinking-fund law be repealed, I concur.

These grades 
are’ founded on correct distinctions in 
crime, the recognition of which woulden- 
able the courts to exercise some discretion 
in apportioning punishment, and would 
greatly relieve the executive of what iscom- 
ing to be avery heavy burden—the exam- 
ination of these cases on application for 
commutation. 

The aggregate of claims is enormous. 
Claims tothe amount of $40,000,000 for 
the taking of evidence of injury to persons 
claimingPto be loyal during the war are 
now before the court for examination. 
When to these are added the Indian depre- 
dation claims and the French spoliation 
claims an aggregate is reached that is in- 
deed startling In the defense of these 
claims the Government is at a great disad- 
vantage. The claimants have preserved 
their evidence, whereas the Government has 
to send agents to rummage the field for wnat 
they can find. This diMculty is peculiarly 
great where the factto be established is 
the disloyalty of fhe claimant during the 
war. If this great threat against our rev- 
enues is to have no other check, it is certain 
Congress should supply the Department of 
Justice with appropriations suMciently lib- 
eral to secure the best legal talent inthe 
defense of these claims and to pursue its 
vague search for evidence. 

THE POSTAL SERVICE. 

The report of the Postmaster-General 
shows a most gratifying increase and a 
most efficient and progressive management 
of the great business of that department. 
The remarkable increase in revenues, in 
the number of postoffices and in the miles 
of mail service, furnishes another evidence 
of the high state of the prosperity which 
our people are enjoying. New offices mean 
new hamlets and towns. New routes mean 
the extension of our border settlements, 
and increased revenues mean active com- 
merce. 

The Postmaster-General reviews the 
whole period of his administration of the 
office, and brings some of his statistics 
down to the month of November last. The 
postal revenues have increased during the 
last year nearly $5,009,000. The deficit 
for the year ending June 30, 1892, ts 
$548,341 less than the deficieney of the 
preceding year. The deficiency of the 
present §scal vear, itis estimated, will be 
reduced to $1,752,423, which will not only 
be extinguished during tne next fiscal vear, 
but a surplus of nearly $1,000,000 should 
there be shown. In these calculations the 
payments to be made under the contracts 
for ocean mail service have not, been in- 
cluded. 

There have been added 1590 new mati 
routes during the year, with a mileage of 
8630 miles, and the total number of miles 
of new mail trips added during the year ts 
nearly seventeen inillions. The number of 
miles of mail journeys added during the 
last’ four years is about 76,000,000, 
this adaition being 21,000,000 of miles 
more than were in operation in the whole 
country in 1861. The number of post- 
offices has been increased by 2790 during 
the year. The number of free deliv- 
ery offices has been nearly doubled inthe 
past four years, andthe number of money 
order offices more than doubled in that 
time. For the three years ending June 30, 
1492, the postage revenue amocnted to 
$197,.444.359, which was an increase of 
$52,262,150 over the revenue for the 
three years ending June 30, 1888, the in- 
crease during the last three vears being 
more than three and a half times as great 
as the increase during the three years 
ending June 30, 1888. No such increase 
asthatshown for these three years has 
ever previously appeared in the revenues 
of the department. 

The Postmaster-General has extended to 
the postofices in tne larger cities the merit 
system of promotion, introduced by my 4i- 
rection, intothe departments here, and it 
has resulted there asin other departments 
in a larger volume of work and better done. 

THE MERCHANT MARINE. 


Ever since our merchant marine was | 


driven from the sea by the rebel cruisers 
during the War of the Rebellion, the United

Efforts have been making within the las

had a large interest. The Commissioner of 
Navigation states that a very large per 
cent. of our imports from Asia are now 
brought to us by Egggish steamships and 
their connecting raflways in Canada. Witb 
a view of promoting this trade, especially 
in tea, Canada has imposeda discriminat 
ing duty of 10 percent.on tea and coffee 
brought into the Dominion from the United 
States. If this unequal contest between 
American lines without subsidy, or with 
diminished subsidies. and th+ English-Ca- 
nadian line to which I have referred, is to 
continue, I think we should at: least see 
thatthe facilities of custums éntry and 
transportation across our territory are not 
such as to make the Canadian route a fa- 
vored one, and thatthe discrimination as 
to duties to which I have referred is met 
by a like discrimination asto the importa- 
tion of these articles from Canada. 

No subject, I think, more nearly touches 
the power and prosperity of our country 
than thisof the development of our mer- 
chant marine upon the sea. If we could 
enter into conference with other competi- 
tors and all would agree to withhold gov- 
ernment aid, we could perhaps take our 
chances with the rest. but our great com- 
petitors have established and maintained 
their lines by government subsidies until 
now they have practically excluded us 
from participating. In my opinion ne 
choice is left to us but to put the issue mod 
erately, at least, on the same lines. 

BUILDING THE NEW NAVY. 

The report of the Secretary of the Navy 
exhibits great progress in the constructior 
of our new navy. When the present Sec 
retary entered upon his duties, only three 
modern steel vessels were in commission. 
The vessels since put in commisston and to 
be put in commission during the winter 
will make a total of nineteen during his ad- 
ministration of the department. During 
the current year ten war vessels and three 
naval tugs have been launched. Two other 
large ships and a torpedo boat are under 
contract and work upon them is well ad- 
vanced, and the four monitors are awaiting 
only the arrival of their armor, which bas 
been unexpectedly delayed, or they would 
have been before this in commissPha. 

Contracts have been let during this ad- 
ministration under the appropriations for 
increase of the navy, including new vessel# 
and theirtappurtenances, to the amount of 


| $37.000.000, and there have been ex- 
| pended during the same period for labor at 


navy-yards upon similar works, $8,000, 
000, without the smallest scandal op 
charge of fraud or partiality. The en 
thustasm and interest of our naval officers, 
both of the staff and line, have heen greatly 
kindled. They have responded magnifi 
cently to the confidence of Congress. and 
have demonstrated to the world an unex: 
celled capacity in construction, in ordnace 
and in everything involved in the building, 
equipping and sailing of great warships. 
At the beginning of Secretary Tracy's 
administration, several dificult problems 
remained to be grappled with and solved 
before this efficiency in the action of our 
ships could be secured. It is believed that 
as the resujt of new process in the con 
struction of armor plate, our later ships 
will be clothed with defensive plates of 
higher resistance than are found on any 
war yesesel afioat. We were without tor 
pedoes. Tests have been made to ascer 
tain the relative efficiency of those oj 
different constructions. A torpedo has 
been adopted, and the work of construc- 
tion is now being carried on successfully. 
We were without armor-piercing shells. 
We are now making what is believed to be 
a projectile superior to any before in use 
A smokeless powder has been adopted, and 
a slow-burning powder-for guns of large 
calibre. Hign explosives, capable of use in 
shells fired from heavy guos, have been 


- found, and the manufacture of gun cotton 


has been developed, and the question of 
supply is no longer indoubt. 
THE NAVAL RESERVE. 

The development of a naval militiz 
which has been organized in eight States 
and brought into cordial and cooperative 
relations with the navy is another import. 
ant achievement. There are now enlisted 
in these organizations 1800 men, and 
these companies are likely to be greatly 
extended. I recommend such legisiatioz 
and appropriation as will encourage and 
develop this movement. The recommenda- 
tions of the Secretary will, Ido not doubt 
receive the triendly consideration of Con 
gress, for he has enjoyed, as he has de 
served, the confidence of allthose inter 
ested in the development. of our navy 
without any division upon partisan lines

INTERIOR DEPARTMENT. 

The work of the Interior Department, 
always very burdensome, has been larger 
than ever before during the administra- 
tion of Secretary Noble. The disability 
pensions law. tne taking of the eleventh 
census, the opening of vast areas of Indian 
lands to settlement, the organization of 
Oklanoma and the negotiations for the 
cession of Indian lands furnish some of the 
particulars of the increased work, and the

WORK OF THE INDIAN BOREAL. 

The work of the Indian Bureau, in the ex: 
ecution of the policy of recent legislation, 
has been larges directed to two chiet pur- 
poses, first. the allotment of lands in sev- 
eralty to the Indians and thecesston of sur- 
plus lands; and, secondly, to the work of 
g@ducating the Indians for their own protec 
tion and for close contact with the white 
men and for the intelligent exercise of new 


citizenship. Allotments have been made 
and patents issued to S000 Indians under 
the present Secretary and commissions, 
and all additional allotments have been 


made for which patents are now in process 
of preparation. The school attendance of 
Indian children has been increased over 
13 per cent, the ehrollment for 1Sv" being 
neariv twenty thousand, A uniform sys- 
tem of school text.books and of stidy has 
been adopted. and the work in these na- 
tional schools brought as near as may be to 
the basis of the tree common schools of the 
Ktates. The schools can be transferred 
and merced into the common school “vs: 
tems in States where the Indian has fully 
assumed his new relation to the organized 
rivilceommunity in which he resides, and 
wherethe new States are able to assume the 
burcen.

I have several times been called upon to | 


remove Indian agents appointed by me, 
and have done so promptly upon every sus- 
tained complaint of unfairness or miscon- 
duct. I believe, however, that the Indian 
service at the agencies has been improved 
and is now administered on the whole with 
a good degree of cMciency. If anv legisla 
tion is possible by which the selection of 
Indian agents can be wholly removed from 
all partisan suggestion or considerations, I 
am sure it would be agreatrelief to the 
WVxecutive and a great benefit to the serv- 
lee. 

The appropriation for the subsistence of 
the Cheyenne and Arapahoe Indians, made 
at the last session of Congress, was inade. 
guate. This smaller apprupriation was es- 
timated for by the Commissioner upon the 
theory that the large fund belonging to the 
tribe inthe public treasury could be, and 
ought to be. used to their support. In 
view, however, of the pending depredation 
claims against this fund and other consid- 
erations the Secretary of the Interior, in 
April last. submitted a supplement esti- 
mate for $50,000. The appropriation was 
not made, asitshould have been, and the 
oversight ought to be remedied at the 
earliest possible date. si 

NEGOTIATIONS FOR INDIAN LANDS. 

“In a special message to this Congress at 
the last session, I stated the reasons why I 
had not approved the deed for the release 
to the United States by the Choctaws and 
Chickasaws of the lands formerly em. 
braced in the Chevenne and Arapahoe 
reservation and remaining after the allot- 
ments tothattribe. A resolution of tbe 
Senate expressing the opinion of that body, 
that, notwithstanding the facts stated in my 
special message. the deed should be ap- 
proved and the money, $2,991,450. paid 
over was presentedto me May 1%, 
My special messace was intended to call 
the attention of Congress to this subject, 
and in view of the fact thatitis conceded 
thatthe appropriation proceeded upona 
false basis as tothe amouut of lands to be 
paid for, and is by 350.000 in‘excess of the 
amount they are entitled to (evenif their 
claim to the land is given full recognition 
at the rate agreed upon,) Ihave not felt 
willing to approve the deed, and shall not 
do so, at least until both houses of Con- 
gress have acted upon the subject. It ‘has 
been informally proposed by the claimants 
to release this sum of $50,000, but I have 
no power to demand or accepta release. 
and such an agreement would be without 
consideration and void. 

I desire further to call the attention of 
Congress to the fact that the recent agree- 
ment concluded with the Kiowas and Co- 
manches relates to lands which were a part 
@f the leased district, and te which the 
Tlaim of the Choctaw and Chickasaw is 
preferred. The surplus land to which this 
claim would attach in the Kiowa and Co- 
manche reservations is 2.500.000 acres, 
and atthe same rate the Government will 
be called upon to pay to the Choctaws and 
(bickasaws for these lands $5.125.000. 
This sam will be further augmented, es- 
specialiv if the title of the Indians to the 
tract, now Grier county, Texas. is estab- 
lished. The duty devolved upon me in 
this connection was simply to pass upon 
the form ot the deed. but as, in my opinion, 
the facts mentioned in my special message 
were not adequately brought to the atten- 
tion of Congress in connection with the 
legislation, l have ‘olt that I would not be 
justified in acting without some new ex- 
pression of the legislative will. 

PENSIONS. 

The report of the Commissioner of Pen. 
Bions, to which extended notice is given by 
“the Secretary of the Interior in his report, 
Will attract attention. Judged by the ac- 
gregate amount of work done. the *last 
year has been the greatest in the history 
of the office. I believe that the organiza- 
tion of the office is efficient. and that the 
work has been done with fidelity. The 
passage of what is now knewn as the Dis- 
ability Act has, as was forseen. very larcely 

increased the annual disbursements to 
the disabled veterans ofthe civil war. The 
estimate for this fiscal year was $144.- 
956.060, and that amount was appro. 
priated. A deficiency amounting to 210. 
055.021 must be provided for at this ses. 
Bion. The estimate for the. pensions of the 
fiscal vear. ending June 30. 1894. is 16d. 
600,600. Commissioner of Pensions 
Lelieves that if the present legislation and 
‘methods are maintained and turther addi- 
tions to the pensions are not made. the 
maximum expenditure for pensions will be 
reached June 30. 1894, and will be at the 
highest point. $168.000,.000 per annum. 

I adhere t the views expressed in previ-

UNION PACIFIC DEBT. 

In mv last annual message | called atten- 
tion to the fact that some executive action 
was necessary in order to protect the inter- 
ests of the Governmentin its -elations with 
the Union Pacific railway. The Commis- 
eioner of Ratiroads has submitted a very 
full report, giving. exact information as th 
the debt and the liens non the company’s 
property and its Yager tr We must deal 
with the question as we find it and take that 


urse which will, under existing condi- 
tions, best secure the interests of the 
United states. I recommended in my last 
annual message that a commission be ap- 
pointed to deal with this question, and I 


renew that recommendation, and surest 
that the commission be given full power. 
AGHICULTUKAL UERPARTMENT 

The report of the Secretary of Aftelcul- 
ture contains not daly a most interesting 
etatement ot the progressiy e and valuable 
work done under the administration of 
Secretary Rusk, but many suggestions for 
the enlarged usetulness of this important 
department in bis successful effort to break 
down the restrictions to the free introduc: 
tion of our meat products in the countries 
of Europe. The Secretary has been untiring 
fromthe first, stimulating and aiding all 
other Government officials at home and 
abroad whose official duties enabied them 
to participate in the work. 

The total trade in home products with 
Europe in May, 180°, amounted to 82.- 
000,000 pounds, against 46.900,000 in 
the same month of 1891. In June, 1892, 
the exports agcregated 85,000,000 pounds, 
against 45.000,000 pounds in the same 
month of the previous year. In July there 
was “an increase of 41 per cent., and in 
August of 55 per cent. over the correspond. 
ing months of i891. Over 40,000,000 
pounds of inspected pork have been ex- 
ported since the law was put in operation, 
and acompartson of the four months of 
May, June. July and Auguat, 1892, with 
the same months of 1891, show an increase 
inthe number of pounds of our exports of 
pork prodgets of 62 per cent., and an in 
crease of all of 66', percent. The exports 
of G@ressed beef increased from 137,.900.- 
pounds in 1889 to 220,500,000 
poundsin [S92, or about 60 por cent. 
During year there have been ex- 
portea 394807 head of cattle, against 
"“O5,736 exparted in 

MEAT INSPECTION LAWS. 

The increased exportation ‘has been 
largely promoted by the inspection author- 
ized by law and the taithful efforts of the 
Secretary and his oMcial subordinates to 
make that inspection thorough and to care- 
fully exclude from all cargoes diseased or 
suspected cattle. The requirement of the 
English regulations that live cattle arriv- 
ing from the United States must be sfaucht- 
ered at the docks, had its originin the 
claim that pleuro-pneumonia existed among 
American cattle. and the existence of the 
disease could not certainly be determined 
by a post-mortem inspection, The Depart. 
ment of Agriculture has labored with great 
energveand faithfulness to extirpate this 
disease, and on the 26th day of September 
last a public announcement was made by 
the Secretary that the disease no longer eX. 
isted within the United States. He states 
that he is entirely satisfied, after the most 
searching inquiry. that this statement was 
justified, and that by a continuance of the 
inspection and quarantine now required of 
caitie brought into this country the disease 
can be prevented from again getting any 
foothold. 

The value to the cattle industry of this 
achievement can hardly be estimated. We 
cannot perbaps at once insist that the evi- 
dence shall be accepted as satisfactory by 
other countries, but if the preseag exemp- 
tion from the disease is maintained and 
the inspection of our cattle arriving at for- 
eign ports in which our veterinartans par- 
ticipate. confirm it, we may justly expect 
that the requirement that our cattle shall 
be slaughtered at the docks will be re- 
voked, as the sanitary restrictions on our 
pork products have been. If our cattle 
can be taken alive to the interior the trade 
will be enormously increased. 

Agricultural products constitute 71.1 
per cent. of our unprecedented exports for 
the fiscal year which closed June 30, 1892. 
the total exports being ,$1.030,.287,030, 
and the value of the agriculiural products 
being greater than in any previous year. 

INTRODUCING CORN IN EUROPE. 

An interesting anda promising work for 
the benefit of the American farmer has be- 
gun through agents of the Agricultural De. 
partment in Europe, and consists in efforts 
to introduce the various products of Indian 
corn as an article of human food. The 
high price of rye offered a favorabie oppor- 
tunity iorthe experiment in Germany of 
combining cornmeal with rye to produce a 
cheap bread. <A fair degree of success has 
been attained, and some mills for grinding 
corn for food have been introduced. The 
Secretary is of the opinion that this new 
useful product of corn has already stimn- 
lated exportation, and that if diligently 
prosecuted large and important markets 
can be presently opened for this great 
product. 

The'suggestions of the Setretary for an 
enlargement of the work of the department 
are recommended to vour favorable consid- 
eration. It may be, 1 think, said without 
challenge thatin no corresponding period 
has so mpch been done as during the last 
four years for the benefit of American agri- 
culture. 

THE CHOLERA SCARE. 

The subject of quarantine relations, in- 
spection and control was brought suddenly 
to my attention by the arrival at cur ports 
in August last of vessels infected with 
cholera. Quarantine regulations should be 
uniform at all our ports. Under the Con- 
stitution they are plainly within the ex- 
clusive State jurisdiction, except where 
and so tar as Congress shal! legislate. -In 
my opinion the whole subject should be 
taken into national control and adequate 
power given to the Executive to protect the 
people against plague invasions. On the 
Istot September last 1 approved regula- 
tions establishing a twenty-dav quarantine 
for all vessels bringing immigrants from 
foreign ports. This order will be con- 
tinued in force. Some loss and suffering 
has resulted to passengers, but a due care 
forthe homes of our-people justifies in 
cases the utmost precaution. 

There is danger that withthe coming of 
spring cholera will again appear. and a 
liberal appropriation should be made at 
this Session to enable our quarantine and 
port officials to exclude the plague, but the 
most careful and stringent quarantine 
regulations may not be sufficient absolutely 
to exclude the disease. The progress of 
medical and sanitary sciénce has been such. 
however, that if approved precautions are 
taken af-once to put all of our cities and 
towns in the best sanitary condition and a 
provision is made for isolating any sporadic 
cases and for a thorough disinfection, an 
epidemic can, 1am sure, be avoided. This 
work appertains to the local authorities, 
and the responsibility and the penalty will 
be appalling if it is neglected or unduly 
delaved. 

DANGERS FROM IMMIGRATION. 

We are peculiarly subject in our great 
ports tothe spread of infectious diseases 
by reason of the fact that unrestricted im- 
tO us out-of European 


cities, in the ercrowded steerages of 
great steamshi alarge number of per- 
whose su 


undings make them the 
easy victims of the plague. This consider- 
ation, as well as those affecting the politi- 
cal, moral and industrial interests of our 
country, lead meto renew the suggestion 
that admission to our country. and to the 
hig. privileges of its citizenship, should be 
more restricted and more cgreful. We 
have. think, a rirht, and owe a dutvtoour 
own people, and especially to our working 
people, not only to keep out the vicious, the 
ienorant. the civil disturber, the pauper 
andthe contract laborer, but to check the 
too great flow of immigration now coming 
by further limitations. 
THE ‘WORLD'S FAIR. 

The report of the World's Columbian Ex. 
position has not been submitted. That of 
the board of management of the Govern- 
ment exhibit has been received and is here- 
with transmitted. The work of construc- 
tion and of preparation of the opening of 
the exposition in May next has progressed 
mast satisfactorily and upon a scale of lib- 


érality and magnificence that will fe” 
sustain the honor of the United Stes. 
THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA 

The District of Columbia is left by a de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of the District 
Without law regulating the liquor trafic. 
An old statute of the Legislature of this 
District relating to the licensing of various 
vocations has hitherto been treated by the 
commissioners as giving them power to 
grant or refuse the licenses to sell intoxt. 
cating liquors, and as subjecting those who 
sold without Mceense to penalties. In May 
last, the Supreme Court of the District held 
against this view of the powers of the com- 
missioners. Jt is of urgent importance. 
therefore, that Congress should supply 
eithet by direct enactmentor by conferring 
discretionary powers upon the commission: 
ers. proper limitation and restraints upon 
the liquor traffic in the District. he Dis- 
trict hae suffered in its reputation by many 
crimes of violence, a large per cent. of 
them resulting from drunkenness and the 
liquor trafic. The capital of the Nation 
shduld be treed from this reproach by the 
enactment of stringent restrictions and 
limitaiious upon the trafic. 

PROTECTION FOR RAILWAY EMPLOY®S. 

In renewing the recommendation which I 
have made in lhree preceding annual ines- 
sawes that Congress should legislate for the 
protection of railway emploves against the 
dangers incident to the old and inadequate 
methods of braking and coupling were still 
in use upon freight business, 1 do so with 
the hope that this Congress may take action 
upon the subject. Statistics furnished by 
the interstate Commerce Commission show 
that during the year endigg.June 50, 
1800, there were forty-seven different 
stvles of car couplers reported to be in use 
and that during the same period there were 
2650 employés killed and 26,140 injured; 
nearly 16 per cent. of deaths occurred in 
coupling and uncoupling of cars and over 
36 per cent. of the injuries had the same 
origin. 

TIE CIVIL SERVICE, 

The Civil Service Commission asks for an 
appropriation for model clerical assistance, 
which I think should be given. I extended 
the classified service March 1, 189%, toin- 
clude physicians, superintendents, assist- 
ant superintendents, school teachers and 
teachers in the Indian service, and have 
had under consideration the subject of some 
fusther extensions. but have not determined 
the lines upon which the extensions can 
be most properly and successfully made. 

FOR HONEST ELECTIONS. 

I have, in each of the three annual mes- 
sages which it has been my duty to submit 
to Congress, called attention to the evils 
and dangers connected with our election 
methods and practices, as they related to 
the choice of oMcers of the National Gov. 
ernment. in my last annual message I en- 
deavored to invoke serious attention to the 
evils of unfair apportionments for Congress. 
I cannot close this message without again 
calling attention to these grave and threat- 
eningevils. [had hoped that it was possibie 
to secure a non-partisan inquiry by means 
of a commission into evils, the existence of 
which is Known ‘to all, and that out of this 
might grow legislation from which all 
thought of partisan advantage should be 
eliminated, and only the higher thought 
appear of maintaining the freedom and 
purity of the ballot and the equality of the 
elector, without the guaranty without 
which the Government could never have 
been formed, and without the continuance 
of which cannot continue to exist in peace 
and prosperity. It is time that mutual 
charges of unfairness and fraud between 
the great parties should cease, and that 
the sincerity of those who profess a desire 
for pure and honest elections snould be 
brought to the test of their willingness to 
free our lezisiation and our election meth- 
ods from everything that tends to impair 
the public confidence in the announced re- 
sult. The necessity for an iaquiry and for 
legisiation by Congress on tnis subject is 
emphasized by the fact that the tendency 
of the legislation of some States in recent 
vears has. in some important particulars. 
been away from and not toward free and 
fair elections and equal apportionments. 

Isitnottime that we should come to- 
getheron the high plane of patriotism 
while we devise methoeés that shall secure 
the right of every man qualified by law to 
casta free ballot and give to every such 
ballot anc equal valne in choosing our pub- 
lic officers andin directing the policy of 
the Government? Lawlessness is not lIcss 
such but more where it usurps the functions 
of the peace-ofiicer and of the courts. 

LAWLESSNESS CONDEMNED. 

The frequent Ivnching of colored people 
accused of crime is without the excuse 
which has sometimes beca urged by mobs 
for a failure to pursue the appointed 
methods for the punishment of crime, that 
the accused nave an undue influence over 
courts and juries. Such acts are a re- 
proach to the community where they occur, 
and so far asthey can be made the subject 
of Federal jurisdiction the strongest re- 
pressive legisiation is demanded. A public 
sentiment that will sustain the cfticers of 
the lawin restricting mobs andin protect- 
ing accused persons in their custody should 
be promoted by every possible means. The 
officer who gives his life in the brave dis- 
charge of his duty is worthy of special 
honor. No lesson needs to be more urgently 
impressed upon our people than this: 
That no worthy end or cause can be pro- 
moted by lawlessness. 


CONCLUDING REMARKS.

Department is submitted to Congress and to 
the public in the hope that there will be 
found init a due scnse of responsibility and 
anearnest purpose to maintain the na- 
tional honor and to promote the happiness 
and prosperity of all our people, *and that 
this briet exhibitofthe crowth and pres- 
perity of the country will give usa devel 
from which to note the increase or deca- 
gence that new iegislative policies may 
bring to us. There is no reason why the 
national influence. power and prosperity 
should not observe the same rate of in- 
crease that have characterized the past 
thirty vears..

There is no reason why, in many lines of 
production, we should not surpass all other 


A FIENDISH DEED. 


Story.of a Cruel and Cowardly 
Murder. 


Capt. Smith. Tells How He Killed 
Young Neale. 


The Old Man Brought Up from San 
Diego Last Night. - 


An Amusing Case of Horse-stealing from 
Orange County—The Young Chinese 
Woman Acquitted of the 
Charge of Vagrancy. 


Capt. S. C. Smith, of the schoouer 
Lou, who is accused of killing a youth 
aged 19 years, named George E. Neale, 
on the morning of the 2d inst.. by 
throwing him overboard near the Coro- 
nado Islands, off San Diego harbor, was 
brought to this.city from San Diego 
last evening and lodged in the County 
Jail. He had his preliminary examina- 
tion in San Diego before the United 
States Court Commissioner and was 
held for trial without bail. 

He made no defense, as he was afraid 
of being lynched in San Diego, but as 
soon as he got out of that city he told 
the officer who had him in charge how 
the affaif occurred. 

Hie owns the schooner Lou and runs 
down the coast, picking up anything in 
the way of freight that will pay. On 
his last cruise he went down the coast 
about three hundred miles, intending to 
return witha cargoof guano. He could 
not run his’ boat closer to the island 
than three or four hundred yards, and 
had to bring the guano aboard in a 
small boat. 

He and two young men, Neale and 
William Selberg, who was only 17 years 
of age, were the only persons on the 
vessel, and after several trips had been 
made in the small boat the boys, whom 
Smith describes as hoodlums, became 
homesick. and that night they cut his 
small boat adrift, knowing that Smith 
covlid do nothing but put back to San 
Diego. 

This so enraged Smith that he and the 
two boys became bitter enemies. He 
accused thé boys of cutting his boat 
adrift, but they denied it. 

Several quarrels a day were in order 
until a climax was reached shortly be- 
fore daylight on the morning of the 
2d inst. From the mannerin which 
the boys talked and acted Smith thought 
they intended to murder him in his bunk 
and take possession of his schooner. 

Ou the evening before the murder 
Smith missed an ax, andas he was near- 
irg San Diego he was sure the boys in- 
tended to put him out of the way that 
night. He remained in his bunk most 
of the night, but did not sleep. 

Shortly before daylight he heara Sel- 
berg go, down in the hold, and he 
thought the boys intended to attack 
him, so he took his rifle and a hatchet 
and hurried on deck. He was so much 
excited that his mind is not very clear 
as to what happened, bat he remembers 
that he struck Neale on the head with 
the hatchet and threw him overboard. 

He held his rifle in his hand, but did 
not fire. The other boy didnotcome on 
deck, but put his head through the 
hatch and begged Smith not to kill him. 
Smith had no intention of killing the 
other boy and did not troubie him. 

Smith is 65 years of age and has 
been on the coast forty-two years. He 
has been around Safi Diego for a num- 
ber of years and is well known down 
there.

MUNICIPAL REFORM. 


The Last General Committee 
Meeting Yesterday. 


Reports of the Several Sub-commit- 
tees Revised and Amended, 


Mayor Hazard’s Views on Reforming 
the Primary Ejection System. 


The Subject of Redacing the Number of 
Superior Judges Considered at 
+ Length—Mass-meeting Called 
for Monday Night. 


The agitators inthe matter of local 
governmental reform held their last 
general committee meeting vesterday 
in Judge Silent’s office, the time being 
spent largely in reconsidering and 
amending the various sub-committee re- 
ports, which are now nearly completed 
and ready for intelligible presentation 
to the taxpayers at the next mass-mect- 
ing for their approval and adoption, or 
further amendment. 

The committee appointed to consider 
the advisability of reducing the number 
of superior courts, madea report, but 
were uuwilling to express a decided 
opinion inthe matter until they were 
better informed. In that connection a 
new point was developed, which per- 
haps has not occurred to many, and that 
is the fact that one-half of the superior 
judges’ salaries now comes from the 
State Treasury, in return for a portion 
ofthe amount which the county con- 
tributes in State taxes. In view of the 
many phases involved in the question, 
the committee wasgranted an exten- 
sion of time to formulate a complete 
report. 

Passing on, the topic of reform in 
primary election work was broached. 

Mayor Hazard thought that there was, 
particularly in this line, room for fam 
reachingimprovement. The plan which 
he would propose as a remedy, he 
thought, would be most practicable and 
cover. in the main, the loopholes of 
corruption and stop the trading and 
bribe-taking. According to ex- 
pressed idea, the nomination of candi- 
dates in either party should come di- 
rectly from the people as a natural 
choice, without any pressure being 
brought to bear by political bosses. 


A price would be fixed by each cen- 


tral committee as a fee for the regis- 
tration of proposed nominees, and the 
secretary of such committees should re- 
cord all ynamecs sent in by the 
men desirfg the nominations, when 
accompanied by the required amount, 
and when the time for receiving 
the names should have expired, cause 
the list to be printed and mailed to each 
individual voter whose name appeared 
on the Great Register, in their respec: 
tive politics, with the instruction to 
make his choice of the nominees and 
return the marked and numbered bailot 
sealed in the envelope enclosed. Upon 
the receipt of each vote the same 
should be deposited in some safe place, 
to be agreed upon by the committees, 
and on an appointed day opened in the 
presence of witness2s and the result 
announced as shown. By this method 
he thought the most satisfactory ends 
would be accomplished, and a straight 
ticket placed in the field and conven- 
tion “trading” effectually done away 
with for all time. 

The subject was productive of much 
spirited discussion, and although no par- 
ticular method was embodied inthe gen- 
eral report, the committee voted to urge 
the subject for general thought and ref- 
ormation. 

It was then decided to call a general 

mass-meeting for Monday,night, Messrs. 
Griffith, Lawrence and Collins being ap- 
pointed as a committee on programme 
and arrangement. _ 
“ Judge Silent and three others of the 
committee will go to Pomona on Friday 
morning to consult with the people 
there on county division. 

In the meantime much is to be done 
in paving the way for effective retrench- 
ment and better management in the af- 
fairs of the people. 


“HEART THROBS OF ISRAEL.” 


Miss Ray Frank's Lecture at the Church 
of the Unity Last Evening. 

Miss Ray Frank, the talented young 
Jewish woman who has created sucha 
favorable impression North, spoke last 
evening at Unity Church toa good-sized 
audience, composed largely of the He- 
brew citizens, who are justly proud of 
this gifted young woman who has bééti 
accorded the rare, if not unprecedented, 
privilege of occupying the pulpitina 
Jewish synagogue. Miss Frank is a na- 
tive Californian, having been born in 
San Francisco, but was reared in Ne- 
vada. She is a bright, handsome voung 
lady, who speaks easily and fluently, be- 
cause she has something to say. Her 
topic last evening was ‘Heart Throbs of 
Israel,’ and she gave an eloquent and 
delightful sketch of the poetry of her 
nation, speaking with that earnestness 
which betrays an intense and fervent 
love for the poets of Judea. To them 
she attributes the fountain-head of all 
true poetry, Maintaining that the truest 
poetry is in the bible, sung by the poets 
of Israel. Years before Homer and Vir- 
gil sang the Hebrews were in possession 
of that truth which made them voice 
His sentiments in the poetry which 


came in with Adam—a poem of thanks- 


giving. 

‘When we read David’s|, poems,”’ she 
said, *‘we finda great peculiarity about 
the letter L.. All of his songs have that 
L preceding the title. “ It. means ‘To 
God.’ David's love for God was every- 
thing. He saw God in everything, 
beautiful and ugly, and helovedit. 
Messiah is universal love, and David 
sings about him again and again. 

“The country in which these Psalms 
were written was just such a country 
as one would suppose would produce 
poets. Judea has as great a diversity of 
scenery as any spot onthe globe. In 
this poetry one finds sublime “thoughts, 
beautiful sentiments, sorrowful wails 
from broken hearts, all typical of the 
grand, soft and rpgged scenery of the 
country in which the poets were born 
and the poetry was written. The 
greater part of it is of a lyrical nature, 
the product of their heart throbs— 
poems of exultation, love and lethargy. 

‘‘Every one prides himself on know- 
ing Shakespeare, but how many know 
Job? ‘Yet in Job there is everything 
you will find in Shakespeare. Its phi- 
losophy far surpasses that of Hamlet. 
You will find more than Shakespearein 
that great book. Here is your wonder- 
ful ‘Thanatopsis,’ and here jis the origin 
of ‘Why Should the Spirit of Mortal Be 
Proud? 

Hebrew poetry, Miss Frank explained, 
has no epic, because it is based on truth 
andis not tinged with heroic fiction. 
‘The first great poem,’’.she said. ‘‘be- 
gan wfth the words ‘in ihe beginning.’ 
Read them and see how they lift you 


out of yourseif and into the infinite, and | 


be sure you will be drawn up on high 
and will bear the heart throbs of 
Israel.”’

One Good Indian Found in the Ter. 
ritory. 


C)imate-hunters Invading the Land of 
“Aridzone’—A Large Water Enater- 
prise—Planting in the Salt 
River Valley.

Tucson, Dec, 2, 1892.—Climate-hunt- 
ers aye pouring into Arizona. They 
concede to it the finest, dryest, most 
balmy, sunshiny atmosphere in the 
world, but they do complain of the aw- 
ful accommodations. Pity ‘tis that 
some pretty ‘‘boom’’ hotels could not be 
set down in Tucson, or anywhere in 
Southern Arizona. Their returns would 
be big. Hotels in Tucson are full to 
overtiowing continually, and at Phaonix 
the case is the same, with the differ- 
ence that Phoenix is building upto the 
demand, while Tucson wishes and waits. 
Capital can be assured of big returns 
in two first-class hotels in Tucson. 

At Phoenix, buildings of every kind 
are going up everywhere. The ware- 
houses at the stations are full to the 
ceiling with household goods, that be- 
long to families unable to obtain houses. 
Inside of thirty days 100 new buildings 
will be under construction there. H. 
Gray, a contractor, is going to erect 
twenty-five to thirty new buildings, six 
of them at once. A Phenix paper 
claims that the city will have a popula- 
tion of 50,000 in 1896. 

A recent arrival in Arizona is Mr, 
Antonio, a _ full-blooded Chiracahua- 
Apache, who in his vouth was a mem. 
ber of Cochise’s noted band. He was 
captured when 9 years old and taken 
east, where he was adopted by a 
wealthy lady. Mr. Antonio is a grad- 
uate of Harvard. He was for awhile 
in Ben Butler’s law office, and also 
worked on the Boston Transcript. His 
mission in Arizona is to gather Indian 
statistics. Heis rather an exception, 
as in Arizona the only good Indian is 
regarded as a dead one. Other in- 
stances of Indian education may be 
seen at Yuma prison, where Seward 
Mott and Modoc Wynn are serving 
terms for forging and cashing checks. 

A novel ball is being considered at 
the Mammoth mining-camp. It is the 
holding of a dance in the 500-fooi 
level. The shaft is now 600 feet deep, 
and work is in progress at the 500-foot 
level, which is 800 feet long, 40 feet 
wide, and drv. Dancing and music 
half a thousand feet under ground 
would be a novel event. 

The Phoenix Gazette says: ‘The 
Adams Reservoir Power and Irrigation 
Company is the style of a new corpora.
